wWreface 


Tuts Book, after some consultation with Canon Liddon and other 
friends resident in Oxford in the year 1860, was planned and carried 
out by the present Editor, who is solely responsible for it, and, 
especially, for the Translations of the ancient Prayers and Collects 
throughout. 

The first edition was privately printed in 1861, and was sold 
to subseribers. The second, which included the Collects, Epistles, 
and Gospels, was published in 1869, and the third in 1879. 

Advantage has been taken of the call for a fourth edition to 
make a thorough revision of the whole, as the result of many years 
of use and many kind suggestions. This revision includes some 
addition of fresh matter ; notably, in the Appendix, of the Ordinary 
and Canon of the Latin Sarum Liturgy, and of some additional 
Prayers and Services for Special Occasions and Anniversaries 
(p. 264, ete.), including some suggested forms, after the old Canoni- 
cal Hours, for use on Special Days of Devotion for the Clergy. The 
Litany of the Most Holy Name (p. 342) is new, having been 
originally drafted by the Editor in connection with the work of 
the Additional Services Committee of the Lower House of the 
Convocation of Canterbury, of which he was Chairman for some 
years. 

In preparing the present edition the Editor has made use of 
the facsimile reproduction, in 1892, of the recently discovered 


Manuscript of the Revised Prayer-Book of 1661, as well as of the 
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PREFACE 


new Standard Prayer-Book of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the United States of America, according to the prolonged Revision 
completed in 1892. He has also had before him the very careful 
and valuable edition, by Mr. H. A. Wilson, of the Gelasian Sacra- 
mentary (Oxford University Press, 1894), and the edition, by 
Mr. Rule, of the Missal of St. Augustine’s Abbey of Canterbury 
(Cambridge University Press, 1896). 

The doctrinal and liturgical point of view of this work is, it 1s 
hoped, strictly that of the Reformed Catholic or Anglican Church, 
as defined by the Prayer-Book, Articles, and Canons of the Church 
of England, and by her steadfast appeal, so firmly upheld by her 
great seventeenth-century Divines, to Primitive as distinct from 
Medieval ages; and especially as distinct from the innovations 
and extravagances in teaching and worship which were gradually 
brought into the National Church during the later Middle Ages, 
through her unfortunate, and always reluctant and protesting, sub- 


mission to the growing claims of the later Popes.

Being Chapters V. VII. and VILL. of the Fourth Book of “ The Imitation of Christ.” 


CHAPTER V. 


OF THE DIGNITY OF THE SACRAMENT, 
AND OF THE PRIESTLY STATE. 


Tr thou hadst angelical purity and 
the sanctity of St. John Baptist, thou 
wouldest not be worthy either to receive 
or to celebrate this sacrament. 

For it is not within the compass of 
the deserts of men, that man should 
consecrate and handle the sacrament of 
Christ, and receive for food the bread of 
angels. 

Grand is this mystery ; and great is 
the dignity of priests, to whom is granted 
that which is not permitted to angels. 

For none but priests rightly ordained 
in the Church have power to celebrate 
this sacrament, and to consecrate the 
Body of Christ. 

The priest is indeed the minister of 
God, using the word of God, by God’s 
command and appointment: but God is 
there the principal author, and invisible 
worker ; to whom is subject all that 
he shall please, and all that he com- 
mandeth doth obey. 

Thou oughtest therefore more to be- 
lieve God Almighty in this most excellent 
sacrament, than thine own sense, or any 
visible sign. 

And therefore thou art to approach 
this holy work with fear and reverence. 

Consider attentively with thyself, and 
see what that is, whereof the ministry 
is delivered unto thee by the laying on 
of the bishop’s hand. 

Behold, thou art made a priest, and 
consecrated to celebrate ; take heed now 
that thou offer sacrifice to God faithfully 
and devoutly, and at fit opportunities, 
and conduct thyself so, as thou mayest 
be without reproof. 

Thou hast not lightened thy burden, 
but art now bound with a straiter band 


of discipline, and art obliged to a more 
perfect degree of sanctity. 

A priest ought to be adorned with all 
graces, and to give example of good life 
to others. 

His life and conversation should not 
be in the popular and common ways of 
mankind, but with the angels in heaven, 
or with perfect men on earth. 

A priest clad in the sacred vestments 
is Christ’s deputy, that with all sup- 
plication and humility he may beseech 
God for himself and for the whole 
people. He has the sign of the Lord’s 
cross both before and behind, for the 
continual remembrance of the passion 
of Christ. 

-He wears the cross before him on 
the chasuble, that he may carefully 
watch the footsteps of Christ, and ear- 
nestly endeavour to follow them. He 
is also marked with the cross behind, 
that he may patiently for God’s sake 
endure adversities brought on him by 
others. 

He wears the cross in front, that he 
may be reminded to grieve for his own 
sins ; and behind also, that he may com- 
passionately bewail the wrong doings of 
others, and may remember that he stands 
to plead before God for sinners. 

Neither ought he to cease from prayer 
and holy oblation, till he prevail to 
obtain grace and mercy. 

When a priest celebrates he honoureth 
God, he rejoiceth the angels, he edifieth 
the Church, he helpeth all the members 
of it, and maketh himself partaker of 
all good things. 

O how great and honourable is the 
office of God’s priests, to whom it is 
given with sacred words to consecrate 
the Lord of glory; with their lips to 
bless, with their hands to hold, with 
their own mouth to receive, and also to 
administer to others !

EXHORTATIONS BEFORE HOLY COMMUNION 


O how clean ought those hands to 
be, how pure that mouth, how holy 
that body, how unspotted that heart, 
where the author of purity so often 
entereth ? 

Nothing but what is holy, no word 
but what is good and profitable, ought 
to proceed from the mouth of him who 
so often receiveth the sacrament of 
Christ. 

Simple and modest ought to be the 
eyes that are wont to behold the Body 


of Christ; the hands should be pure ~ 


and lifted up to heaven, that use to 
handle the Creator of heaven and earth. 

Unto the priests especially it is said 
in the Law, “Be ye holy, for that I the 
Lord your God am holy.” 

O almighty God, do thou assist us 
with thy grace, that we who have under- 
taken the office of the priesthood, may 
be able to serve thee worthily and de- 
voutly, in all purity, and with a good 
conscience. 

And if we are not able to live in so 
great innocency as we ought to do, 
grant to us at the least worthily to 
lament the sins which we have com- 
mitted; and in the spirit of humility, 
and with the full purpose of a good will, 
to serve thee more earnestly for the 
time to come. 


CHAPTER VII. 


OF THOROUGHLY SEARCHING OUR OWN 
CONSCIENCE, AND OF HOLY PURPOSES 
OF AMENDMENT. 


ABoVE all things, God’s priest ought 
to come to celebrate, and to receive this 
sacrament with very great humility of 
heart, and with reverential supplication, 
with a full faith, and a dutiful regard 
for God’s honour. 

Examine diligently thy conscience, 
and to the utmost of thy power purify 
and cleanse it with true contrition and 
humble confession ; so as there may be 
nothing in thee that may be burden- 
some unto thee, or that may breed in 
thee remorse of conscience, and hinder 
thy free access, 

Be grieved at the recollection of all 
thy sins in general, and in particular 
bewail and lament thy daily transgres- 
sions. 

And if thou hast time, confess unto

God in the secret of thine heart all 
the miserable evils of thy disordered 
passions, 

Lament thou and grieve, that thou 
art yet so carnal and worldly, so un- 
mortified in thy passions, so full of the 
motions of concupiscence : 

So unwatchful over thy outward 
senses, so often entangled with many 
vain fancies : 

So much inclined to outward things, 
so negligent in things inward and spiri- 
tual : 

So prone to laughter and unbridled 
mirth, so indisposed to tears and com- 
punction : 

So prompt to ease and pleasures of 
the flesh, so dull to strictness of life and 
zeal : 

So curious to hear news and to see 
beautiful sights, so slack to embrace 
what is humble and low: _ 

So covetous of abundance, so nig- 
gardly in giving, so fast in keeping: 

So inconsiderate in speech, so reluc- 
tant to keep silence : 

So uncomposed in manners, so fretful 
in action : 

So eager about food, so deaf to the 
word of God: 

In such a hurry to rest, so slow to 
labour : 

So wakeful after gossiping tales, so 
drowsy at the sacred services : 

So hasty to arrive at the end thereof, 
so inclined to be wandering and _ in- 
attentive : 

So negligent in the performance of 
the canonical services, so lukewarm in 
celebrating, so dry in receiving : 

So quickly distracted, so seldom 
wholly gathered into thyself : 

So suddenly moved to anger, so apt 
to take displeasure against another : 

So ready to judge, so severe to re- 
prove : 

So joyful in prosperity, so weak in 
adversity : 

So often making many good reso- 
lutions, and yet bringing them at last to 
so poor effect. 

These and other thy defects being 
confessed and bewailed with sorrow and 
great displeasure at thine own infirmity, 
make thou a firm resolution always to 
be amending thy life, and to be en- 
deavouring still after a farther progress 
in holiness,

Then with full resignation and with 
thy whole will, do thou to the honour of 
my Name offer up thyself a perpetual 
whole burnt offering on the altar of thy 
heart, faithfully committing thy body 
and soul unto me. 

And then thou mayest be accounted 
worthy to draw near to offer this Eu- 
charistical Sacrifice unto God, and to 
receive profitably the sacrament of my 
Body and Blood. 

For man hath no oblation more 
worthy, nor any greater satisfaction for 
the removal of sin, than to offer himself 
unto God purely and wholly, in the 
holy Communion of the Body and Blood 
of Christ. 

And when a man shall have done 
what lieth in him, and shall be truly 
penitent, how often soever he shall come 
to me for pardon and grace, “As I 
live,” saith the Lord, “who will not 
the death of a sinner, but rather that 
he be converted and live, I will not re- 
member his sins any more, but they 
shall all be forgiven him,” 


CHAPTER VIII. 


OF THE OBLATION OF CHRIST ON THE 
CROSS, AND OF RESIGNATION OF OUR- 
SELVES. 


Or my own will did I offer up my- 
self unto God the Father for thy sins, 
my hands being stretched forth on the 
cross, and my Body laid bare, so that 
nothing remained in me that was not 
wholly turned into a sacrifice for the 
appeasing of the Divine Majesty. 


In like manner oughtest thou also to 
offer thyself willingly unto me every 
day in the holy Communion, as a pure 
and sacred oblation, with all thy strength 
and affections, and to the utmost reach 
of thy inward facuities. 

What do I require of thee more, than 
that thou study to resign thyself en- 
tirely unto me? 

Whatsoever thou givest besides thy- 
self, is of no value in my sight, for I 
seek not thy gifts, but thee. 

As it would not suffice thee to have 
all things whatsoever, besides me; so 
neither can it please me, whatsoever 
thou givest, if thou offer not thyself. 

Offer up thyself unto me, and give 
thyself wholly for God, and thy offer- 
ing shall be acceptable. 

Behold I offered up myself wholly 
unto my Father for thee, and gave my 
whole Body and Blood for thy food, 
that I might be wholly thine, and that 
thou mightest continue mine to the 
end, 

But if thou abidest in thyself, and 
dost not offer thyself up freely unto my 
will, thy oblation is not entire, neither 
will there be perfect union between us. 

Therefore a free offering up of thy- 
self into the hands of God ought to go 
before all thine actions, if thou desire to 
obtain liberty and grace. 

For this cause so few become inwardly 
free and illuminated, because they are 
loath wholly to deny themselves. 

My sentence standeth sure: ‘“ Unless 
a man forsake all, he cannot be my 
disciple.” If thou therefore desire to 
be my disciple, offer up thyself unto 
me with thy whole affections.

O God incarnate, how the bread and 
the wine, unchanged in their substance, 
become thy Body and thy Blood; after 
what extraordinary manner thou, who 
art in heaven, art present throughout 
the whole sacramental action, to every 
devout receiver ; “ how thou canst give 
us thy Flesh to eat, and thy Blood to 
drink; how thy Flesh is meat indeed, 
and thy Blood is drink indeed ; how he 
that eateth thy Flesh, and drinketh thy 
Blood, dwelleth in thee, and thou in him; 
how he shall live by thee, and be raised 
up by thee to life eternal”; I can by 
no means comprehend. But I firmly 
believe all thou hast said, and I firmly 
rely on thy omnipotent love to make 
good thy word; for which all love, all 
glory be to thee. 

I believe, O crucified Lord, that 
“the bread which we break ” in the cele- 
bration of the holy mysteries is the 
communication of thy Body, and the 
‘cup of blessing which we bless” is 
the communication of thy Blood; and that 
thou dost as effectually and really convey 
thy Body and Blood to our souls by 
the bread and wine, as thou didst thy 
Holy Spirit by thy breath to thy dis- 
ciples; for which all love, all glory, be 
to thee. 

Lord, what need I labour in vain to 
search out the manner of thy mysterious 
presence in the Sacrament, when my 
love assures me thou art there? All 
the faithful who approach thee with 
prepared hearts, they well know thou 
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art there ; they feel the virtue of divine 
love going out of thee, to heal their 
infirmities, and to inflame their affec- 
tions ; for which all love, all glory, be 
to thee. 

O holy Jesu, when at thy altar I see 
the bread broken, and the wine poured 
out, O teach me to discern thy Body 
there: O let those sacred and significant 
actions create in me a most lively 
remembrance of thy sufferings, how 
thy most blessed Body was scourged, 
and wounded, and bruised, and_tor- 
mented ; how thy most precious Blood 
was shed for my sins; and set all my 
powers on work to love thee, and to 
celebrate thy love in thus dying for me. 

O my Lord and my God, do thou so 
dispose my heart to be thy guest at 
thy holy Table, that I may feel all the 
sweet influences of love crucified, ‘the 
strengthening and refreshing of my soul, 
as our bodies are by the bread and 
wine” ; for which I will ever adore and 
love thee. 

O merciful Jesu, let that immortal 
food, which in the holy Eucharist thou 
vouchsafest me, instil into my weak and 
languishing soul new supplies of grace, 
new life, new love, vigour, and new 
resolution, that I may never more faint, 
or droop, or tire in my duty. 

O crucified Love, raise in me fresh 
ardours of love and consolation, that it 
may be henceforth the greatest torment 
I can endure ever to offend thee, that 
it may be my greatest delight to please 
thee. 

O amiable Jesu, when I devoutly 
receive the outward elements, as sure as 
I receive them, I receive thee, I receive 
the pledges of thy love, to quicken 
mine: O indulge me, though but for a 
moment, one beatific foretaste of the 
deliciousness of thy love, that in the 
strength of that deliciousness I may per- 
severingly love thee. 


O my God, thou who alone changest 
the heart, O be thou pleased to change 
mine ; change my aversion to thee to an 
entire love of thee. O give me a filial 
repentance, that with a broken and con- 
trite heart I may grieve, and mourn, 
and repent, for all my former sins, and 
may for ever forsake them, and return 
to my obedience. 

Let thy love, O my God, so perfectly 
exhaust my soul, that I may for the 
future “steadfastly purpose to lead a 
new life,” that I may renewmy baptismal 
vow, that I may hereafter live as a sworn 
votary to thy love. 

O heavenly Father, settle in my soul 
a “lively faith in thy mercy through 
Christ,” a steady belief of all thy love 
to sinners, and an affectionate reliance 
on the merits and mediation of thy 
crucified Son, of my being “accepted in 
the Beloved,’ for whom I will ever 
adore and love thee. 

O my crucified God, thou Sovereign 
inflammative of love, let the ‘‘remem- 
brance of thy death” set all the powers 
of my soul on work, that I may desire 
and pant after thee ; that I may admire 
and adore thee: that I may take 
heavenly delight in thy gracious pre- 
sence; that with praise and thanks- 
giving, with jubilation and triumph, I 
may receive thee into my heart; there 
I will have love, only love, always love, 
to entertain thee. 

Lord, when I present myself, and my 
love, as all the gift I have to offer, at 
thy altar, next to my love to thee, and 
for the sake of thy infinite love to me, 
which I there remember, give me grace 
to love my neighbour, “and to be in 
charity with all men, and to walk in 
love, as thou hast loved us, and hast 
given thyself for us, an offering and a 
sacrifice to God, for a sweet smelling 
savour”; for which all love, all glory, be 
to thee.

Being Chapters II. III. IV. and XVI. of the Fourth Book of 
“ The Imitation of Christ.” 


CHAPTER II. 


In confidence of thy goodness and 
great mercy, O Lord, I draw near, as a 
sick person to the Healer, as one hungry 
and thirsty to the Fountain of life, a 
needy wretch to the King of Heaven, 
a servant unto his Lord, a creature to 
the Creator, a desolate soul to my own 
tender Comforter. 

But whence is this to me, that thou 
vouchsafest to come unto me? What 
am J, that thou shouldest grant thine 
own self unto me? 

How dare a sinner appear before 
thee ? and how is it that thou dost vouch- 
safe to come unto a sinner ? 

Thou knowest thy servant, thou art 
aware that he hath in him no good 
thing, for which thou shouldest grant 
him this favour. 

I confess therefore mine own un- 
worthiness, I acknowledge thy goodness, 
I praise thy tender mercy, and give 
thee thanks for this thy transcendent 
love. 

For thou doest this for thine own sake, 
not for any merits of mine; to the end 
that thy goodness may be better known 
unto me, thy love more abundantly 
poured down, and thy gracious humility 
the more eminently set forth. 

Since therefore it is thy pleasure, 
and thou hast commanded that it 
should be so, this thy condescension is 
also dearly pleasing unto me, and O 
that my iniquity may be no hindrance 
herein ! 

O most sweet and most benign Jesu, 
how great reverence and thanksgiving, 
together with perpetual praise, is due 
unto thee for the receiving of thy sacred 
Body and Blood, whose preciousness no 
mortal man is able to express ! 

But on what shall my thoughts dwell 
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at this Communion, in thus approaching 
unto my Lord, whom I am not able 
duly to honour, and yet whom I cannot 
but desire devoutly to receive ? 

What can I think on better, and more 
profitable, than utterly to humble myself 
before thee, and to exalt thine infinite 
goodness above me ? 

I praise thee, my God, and will exalt 
thee forever. I do despise myself, and 
cast myself down before thee, into the 
deep of mine own unworthiness. 

Behold, thou art the Holy of Holies 
and I the scum of sinners ! 

Behold, thou, inclinest thyself unto 
me, who am not worthy so much as to 
look up unto thee ! 

Behold, thou comest unto me; it is 
thy will to be with me; thou invitest 
me to thy banquet. 

Thou art willing to give me heavenly 
food and bread of angels to eat, which 
is indeed no other than thyself the Living 
Bread, which camest down from heaven, 
and givest life unto the world. 

Behold, from whence doth this love 
proceed! what a gracious condescension 
of thine shineth forth herein! how great 
thanks and praises are due unto thee for 
these benefits ! 

O how great and profitable was thy 
counsel, when thou didst ordain it! how 
sweet and pleasant the banquet, when 
thou gavest thyself to be our food ! 

O how admirable is this thy working, 
O Lord, how mighty is thy power, how 
unspeakable thy truth ! 

For thou didst speak the word, and 
all things were made; and this was 
done which thou thyself commandedst. 

A matter of great admiration, worthy 
of all faith, and surpassing man’s under- 
standing, that thou, my Lord God, 
true God and man, art wholly contained 
in a little bread and wine, and without 
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being consumed art fed on by him that 
receiveth. 

Thou who art the Lord of the uni- 
verse, and standest in need of none, art 
pleased to dwell in us by means of this, 
thy Sacrament. 

Do thou preserve my heart and body 
undefiled, that with a cheerful and 
pure conscience I may be able often to 
celebrate, and to receive to my ever- 
lasting health, those mysteries, which 
thou didst specially ordain and in- 
stitute for thine own honour, and for 
a never-ceasing memorial of thyself. 


CHAPTER III. 


Benoitp, O Lord, I come unto thee, 
that I may be comforted in thy gift, 
and be delighted in thy holy banquet, 
which thou, O God, hast in thy good- 
ness prepared for the poor. 

Behold in thee is all whatsoever I 
can or ought to desire; and thou art 
my salvation and my redemption, my 
hope and my strength, my honour and 
glory. 

Make therefore this day the soul of 
thy servant joyful; for unto thee, O 
Lord Jesu, have I lifted up my soul. 

I long to receive thee now with 
devotion and reverence. I desire to 
bring thee into my house, that with 
Zaccheeus I may obtain to be blessed by 
thee, and to be numbered amongst the 
children of Abraham, 

My soul thirsteth to receive thy 
Body and Blood, my heart longeth to 
be united with thee. 

Give thyself to me, and it sufficeth ; 
for besides thee no comfort availeth 
aught. 

Without thee I cannot be; without 
thy visitation I cannot endure to live. 

And therefore I must needs often 
draw near unto thee, and receive thee 
for the medicine of my soul ; lest haply 
I faint in the way, if I be deprived of 
the heavenly Food. 

For so, most merciful Jesus, thou 
once didst say, preaching to the people, 
and curing divers diseases, L well not 
send them home fasting, lest they faint 
in the way. 

Deal thou therefore in like manner 
now with me, who hast vouchsafed to 
leave thyself in the sacrament for the 
comfort of the faithful. 


For thou art the sweet refection of 
the soul; and he that eateth thee 
worthily shall be partaker and heir of 
everlasting glory. 

It is necessary for me, who so often 
fall into error and sin, who so quickly 
wax dull and faint, that by frequent 
prayer and confession, and receiving of 
thy holy Body and Blood, I renew, 
cleanse, and inflame myself, lest haply, 
by long abstaining, I fall away from 
my holy purposes. 

For the imagination of man’s heart vs 
evil from his youth, and unless some 
divine remedy help him, he quickly 
falleth away to worse things. 

This holy Communion therefore draw- 
eth back from evil, and strengtheneth in 
good. 

For if I be now so often negligent 
and cold when I communicate, or cele- 
brate, what would become of me if I 
received not this remedy, and sought 
not after so great a help ? 

Although every day I be not fit, nor 
well prepared to celebrate, I will en- 
deavour notwithstanding at due times 
to receive the divine mysteries, and to 
be partaker of so great a grace. 

For this is the one chief consolation 
of faithful souls, so long as they are 
absent from thee in this mortal body ; 
that being mindful of their God, they 
often receive their Beloved with devout 
mind. 

O the wonderful condescension of 
thy tender mercy towards us, that thou, 
O Lord God, the Creator and Giver of 
life to all spirits, dost vouchsafe to come 
unto a poor soul, and with thy whole 
Deity and Humanity to replenish the 
hunger thereof ! 

O happy minds and blessed souls, 
who have the privilege of receiving 
thee, their Lord God, with devout 
affection, and in so receiving thee are 
permitted to be full of spiritual joy ! 

O how great a Lord do they enter- 
tain! how beloved a guest do they 
harbour! how delightful a companion 
do they receive! how faithful a friend 
do they welcome ! how lovely and noble 
a spouse do they embrace! even him 
who is to be loved above all that are 
beloved, and above all things that can 
be desired. 

O thou, the most sweet, most be- 
loved, let heaven and earth and all their 
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grandeur be silent in thy presence; for 
what praise and beauty soever they 
have, it is received from thy bounteous 
condescension, and shall never equal the 
grace and beauty of thy name, whose 
wisdom is beyond all numbers. 


CHAPTER IV. 


O Lorp, my God, do thou prevent 
thy servant with the blessings of thy 
sweetness, that I may approach worthily 
and devoutly to thy glorious sacrament. 

Stir up my heart unto thee, and de- 
liver me from all dulness. Visit me 
with thy salvation, that I may taste in 
spirit thy sweetness, which plentifully 
lieth hid in this sacrament as in a 
fountain. 

Enlighten also mine eyes to behold so 
great a mystery, and strengthen me with 
undoubting faith to believe it. 

For it is thy work, and no human 
power; thy sacred institution, not 
man’s invention. 

For of himself no man is able to com- 
prehend and understand these things, 
which transcend even the exquisite skill 
of angels. 

What portion then of so high and 
sacred a mystery shall I, unworthy 
sinner, dust and ashes, be able to search 
out and comprehend ? 

O Lord, in the simplicity of my 
heart, with a good and firm faith, and 
at thy commandment, I draw near unto 
thee with hope and reverence; and I 
do truly believe that thou art here 
present in this sacrament, both God and 
man. 

Thy will is, that I should receive 
thee, and that I should unite myself 
unto thee in charity. 

Wherefore I implore thy mercy, and 
do crave thy special grace, to the end 
I may wholly be dissolved and overflow 
with love unto thee, and never here- 
after suffer any external consolation to 
enter in. 

For this most high and _ precious 
sacrament is the health both of soul 
and body, the medicine for all spiritual 
languor; hereby my vices are cured, 
my passions bridled, my temptations 
overcome, or at least weakened ; greater 
grace is infused, virtue begun is in- 
creased, faith is confirmed, hope strength- 
ened, and love inflamed and enlarged. 
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For thou hast bestowed, and still 
oftentimes dost bestow, many benefits 
in this sacrament upon thy beloved 
ones that communicate devoutly, O my 
God, the protector of my soul, the 
strengthener of human frailty, and the 
giver of all inward comfort. 

Thou impartest unto them much 
comfort against sundry tribulations ; 
and liftest them up from the depth of 
their own dejected state, to hope in thy 
protection ; and dost inwardly recreate 
and enlighten them with new grace, so 
that they who at first and before Com- 
munion felt themselves full of anxiety 
and heartlessness, afterwards, being re- 
freshed with heavenly meat and drink, 
do find in themselves a change for the 
better. 

In which thus with wise apportion- 
ment, thou dealest with thine elect, to 
the intent that they may truly acknow- 
ledge, and clearly experience, how great 
their own infirmity is, and what good- 
ness and grace they obtain from thee. 

For they of themselves are cold, dull, 
and undevout; but by thee they are 
made fervent, cheerful, and full of de- 
votion. 

For who is there, that approaching 
humbly unto the fountain of sweetness, 
doth not carry away from thence at 
least some little sweetness ? 

Or who standing by a great fire, re- 
ceiveth not some small heat thereby ? 

And thou art a fountain always full 
and overflowing, a fire ever burning and 
never decaying. 

Wherefore if I am not permitted to 
draw out of the full fountain itself, nor 
to drink my fill, I will notwithstanding 
set my lips to the mouth of this heavenly 
conduit, that I may receive from thence 
at least some small drop to refresh my 
thirst, that so I may not be wholly dried 
up. 
And though I cannot as yet be alto- 
gether heavenly, nor so inflamed as the 
Cherubim and Seraphim, yet notwith- 
standing I will endeavour to apply my- 
self earnestly to devotion, and prepare 
my heart to obtain if it be but some 
small spark of divine fire, by the humble 
receiving of this life-giving sacrament. 

And whatsoever is hereunto wanting 
in me, O merciful Jesu, most holy 
Saviour, do thou bountifully and gra- 
ciously supply for me, thou who hast 
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vouchsafed to call us all unto thee, 
saying, Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will refresh 
you. 

T indeed labour in the sweat of my 
brows, I am vexed with grief of heart, 
I am burdened with sins, I am troubled 
with temptations, I am entangled and 
oppressed with many evil passions ; 
and there is none to help me, none to 
deliver and save me, but thou, O Lord 
God my Saviour, to whom I commit 
myself and all that is mine, that thou 
mayest keep watch over me, and bring 
me safe to life everlasting. 

Receive me for the honour and glory 
of thy Name, thou who hast prepared 
thy Body and Blood to be my meat and 
drink. 

Grant, O Lord God my Saviour, that 
by frequenting thy mysteries the zeal 
of my devotion may grow and increase. 


CHAPTER XVI. 


O THOU most sweet and loving Lord, 
whom I now desire to receive with all 
devotion, thou knowest my infirmities, 
and the necessities which I endure; in 
how many sins and evils I am involved ; 
how often I am weighed down, tempted, 
disturbed, and defiled by them. 

Unto thee I come for remedy, I en- 
treat of thee consolation and support. 

I speak to thee who knowest all 
things, to whom all my inward thoughts 
are open, and who alone canst perfectly 
comfort and help me. 


Thou knowest what good things I 
stand in most need of, and how poor 
I am in all virtue. 

Behold, I stand before thee poor and 
naked, calling for grace, and imploring 
mercy. 

Refresh thy hungry supplicant, in- 
flame my coldness with the fire of thy 
love, enlighten my blindness with the 
brightness of thy presence. 

Do thou for me turn all earthly 
things into bitterness, all things grievous 
and contrary into occasions for patience, 
all low and created things into contempt 
and oblivion before me. 

Lift up my heart to thee in heaven, 
and do not send me away to wander 
over the earth. 

Be thou alone sweet unto me from 
henceforth for evermore ; for thou alone 
art my meat and drink, my love and 
my joy, my sweetness and all my good. 

O that with thy presence thou 
wouldest wholly inflame, burn, and con- 
form me unto thyself; that I might be 
made one spirit with thee, by the grace 
of inward union, and by the meltings 
of ardent love ! 

Suffer me not to go away from thee 
hungry and dry, but deal mercifully 
with me, as oftentimes thou hast dealt 
wonderfully with thy saints. 

What marvel is it if I should be 
wholly inflamed by thee, and from my- 
self fail and come to nothing; since 
thou art fire always burning and never 
decaying, love purifying the heart and 
enlightening the understanding. 
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Acts of the jPrincipal Dirtues. 


Direct your Invention. O al- 
mighty Lord of heaven and earth, 
behold I, an unworthy sinner, presume 
to appear before thee this day to offer 
up to thee, by the hands of our High 
Priest, Jesus Christ, thy Son, the 
mystical and commemorative sacrifice 
of his Body and Blood, in union with 
the one true sacrifice which he offered 
up to thee upon the cross.

AN Act or Contrition. And with 
the sacrifice and sacrament of the Body 
and Blood of thy Son, my Saviour, I 
desire also humbly to offer the sacrifice 
of a troubled spirit, a broken and 
contrite heart. For I grieve from my 
inmost heart that I have ever offended 
thee by my sins, thee my God and 
my chief good, thee who art so 
gracious to me, and so oft refreshest me 
in thy blessed sacrament. And I 
grieve especially for the sins of —, which 
thou knowest, thou searcher of our 
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hearts, and which I, a miserable sinner, 
do confess in the bitterness of my soul. 
Would that I had never offended thee ! 
Yet a broken and contrite heart, O 
God, thou wilt not despise, thou who, 
for love of us, didst give to us thine 
Only-begotten to wash us from our sins 
in his own Blood; grant me this, O 
Father, for the merits of the same thy 
Son, Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen,

NOTE. 


The Prayers appended in small type to 
the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel of each 
day are, with scarcely any exceptoons, 
derived originally from that large Collec- 
tion of Prayers and Offices used in the 
Adnunistration of the Sacraments which 
zs commonly called ‘the Sacramentary of 
S. Gregory,” and which was the great 
source of liturgical forms to the whole 
subsequent ritual of every Church of 
Western Christendom, our own included. 
Many of them also are traceable to the 
still earlier Sacramentaries of Pope 
Gelasius, and of the great S. Leo, the 
real author of that terse and pregnant 
Collect style of prayer which, combining 
brevity with abundant variety, is the 
distinguishing characteristic of Western 
devotion, as compared with the more 
lengthy and florid compositions of the 

ast. 

It is thought that they will possess an 
additional interest in the eyes of Hnglish- 
men, from their having been wm all pro- 
bability introduced into England by 
Augustine the Monk, when he came at 
the bidding of Pope Gregory to evangelise 
our Saxon forefathers. 

Those of them which are called 
“ Secrets” (from their having been said 
secretly in the ancient ritual), and those 
called ‘‘Post-communions,” are translated 
directly in almost every case from the 
** Secretee” and “ Post-communiones” of 
the ancient English Use of Sarum, their 
original source, when known, being in- 
dicated by rtalics at the end. 

The Prayers “ for the People” (Super 
Populum) were retained in the Salisbury 
Use only during the season of Lent. 
Indeed, this was the Use of the Canterbury 
Missal from the first, the Use intro- 
duced by S. Augustine of Canterbury, 
as appears from the Kdition of the 


C.C.C.C. Manuscript by Martin Rule, 
M.A. (Cambridge Press, 1896). It was 
thought, however, that they might usefully 
be given for the whole of the Eccle- 
siastical year. The rest have accord- 
ingly been supplied from the Gregorian 
Sacramentary, italics being here also 
added to distinguish those which have 
been traced to either of the earlier 
Sacramentarves. 

The threefold ‘‘ Benedictions” are a 
striking and beautiful featwre both in 
the Gregorian Sacramentary, and in the 
Mozarabic Missal and Breviary. They 
were appointed to be sard over the people, 
who were accordingly addressed in the 
second person. Those here given, with 
the sumple change of the object from the 
second person to the first, are from the 
former source, except where otherwise 
marked. They nowhere occur rn the 
English Missals; but it is suggested 
that they, as well as the prayers ‘‘ for 
the People,” may be said by the Celebrant 
and his assistants after the Celebration.

Then Joseph, being raised 
from sleep, did as the angel of 
the Lord had bidden him, and 
took unto him his wife; and 
knew her not till she had 
brought forth her first-born son : 
and he called his name JESUS.

And he received 
the sign of circumcision, a seal 
of the righteousness of the faith 
which he had yet being uncir- 
cumcised ; that he might be the 
father of all them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised ; 
that righteousness might be im- 
puted unto them also: And the 
father of circumcision to them 
who are not of the circumcision 
only, but also walk in the steps 
of that faith of our father Abra- 
ham, which he had being yet 
uncircumcised. For the pro-

mise, that he should be the heir 
of the world, was not to Abraham, 
or to his seed, through the law, 
but throuch the righteousness of 
faith. For if they which are of 
the law be heirs, faith is made 
void, and the promise made of 
none effect. 


THE GOSPEL. S&S. Luke ii. 15. 
\ ND it came to pass, as the 


angels were gone away 
from them into heaven, the 
shepherds said one to another, 
Let us now go even unto Beth- 
lehem, and see this thing which 
is come to pass, which the Lord 
hath made known unto us. And 
they came with haste, and found 
Mary and Joseph, and the babe 
lying in a manger. And when 
they had seen it, they made 
known abroad the saying which 
was told them concerning this 
child. And all they that had 
heard it wondered at those things 
which were told them by the 
shepherds. But Mary kept all 
these things, and pondered them 
in her heart. And the shep- 
herds returned, glorifying and 
praising God for all the things 
that they had heard and seen, 
as it was told unto them. And 
when eight days were accom- 
plished for the circumcising of 
the child, his name was called 
JESUS, which was so named 
of the angel before he was con- 
ceived in the womb. 


The same Collect, Epistle, and Gospel 
shall serve for every day after unto 
the Epiphany. 

[Also the following, or some of them, may 
be added for the New Year, after the 
Collect of the Circumcision.

whom we have boldness and 
access with confidence by the 


faith of him, 


THE GOSPEL. 8. Matth. ii. 1. 

HEN Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem of Judea, in 

the days of Herod the king, be- 
hold, there came wise men from 
the east to Jerusalem, saying, 
Where is he that is born King 
of the Jews? for we have seen 
his star in the east, and are 
come to worship him. When 
Herod the king had heard these 
things, he was troubled, and all 
Jerusalem with him.

When 
they had heard the king, they 
departed ; and lo, the star which 
they saw in the east went before 
them, till it came and_ stood 
over where the young child was. 
When they saw the star, they 
rejoiced with exceeding great 
joy. And when they were come 
into the house, they saw the 
young child with Mary his 
mother, and fell down and wor-

shipped him : and when they had 
opened their treasures, they pre- 
sented unto him gifts; gold, and 
frankincense, and myrrh. And 
being warned of God in a dream 
that they should not return to 
Herod, they departed into their 
own country another way.

And they 
understood not the saying which 
he spake unto them. And he 
went down with them, and came 
to Nazareth, and was subject 
unto them: but his mother 
kept all these sayings in her 
heart. And Jesus increased in 
wisdom, and stature, and in 

favour with God and man.

wine until now. This begin- 
ning of miracles did Jesus in 
Cana of Galilee, and manifested 
forth his glory, and his disciples 
believed on him.

But he 
answered one of them, and said, 
Friend, I do thee no wrong ; 
didst not thou agree with me for 
a penny? ‘Take that thine is, 
and go thy way; I| will give 
unto this last even as unto thee. 
Is it not lawful for me to do 
what I will with mine own? Is 
thine eye evil, because I am 
good? So the last shall be first, 
and the first last: for many be 
called, but few chosen.

in perils in the sea; in perils 
among false brethren ; in wearl- 
ness and painfulness; in watch- 
ings often ; in hunger and thirst ; 
in fastings often; in cold and 
nakedness ; besides those things 
that are without, that which 
cometh upon me daily, the care 
of all the churches. Who is 
weak, and I am not weak ? who 
is offended, and I burn not 2 
If I must needs glory, I will 
glory of the things which con- 
cern mine infirmities.

HEN much people were

the air devoured it. And some 
fell upon a rock, and as soon as 
it was sprung up, it withered 
away, because it lacked moisture. 
And some fell among thorns, and 
the thorns sprang up with it, and 
chokedit. And other fell on good 
ground, and sprang up, and bare 
fruit an hundred-fold. And 
when he had said these things, 
he cried, He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear. And his dis- 
ciples asked him, saying, What 
might this parable be? And he 
said, Unto you itis given to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of 
God: but to others in parables ; 
that seeing they might not see, 
and hearing they might not 
understand. Now the parable is 
this: The seed is the word of 
God. Those by the wayside 
are they that hear; then cometh 
the devil, and taketh away the 
word out of their hearts, lest they 
should believe, and be saved. 
They on the rock are they, which, 
when they hear, receive the word 
with joy; and these have no 
root, which for a while believe, 
and in time of temptation fall 
away.

to perfection. But that on the 
good ground are they, which, in 
an honest and good heart, having 
heard the word, keep it, and 
bring forth fruit with patience.

Charity suffereth 
long, and is kind; charity 
envieth not; charity vaunteth 
not itself, is not puffed up, 
doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no 
evil, rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the truth; bear- 
ethall things, believeth all things, 
hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. Charity never faileth: 
but whether there be prophecies, 
they shall fail; whether there 
be tongues, they shall cease ; 
whether there be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. For we 
know in part, and we prophesy 
in part. But when that which 
is perfect is come, then that 
which is in part shall be done 
awav. When I was a child, 
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I spake as a child, I understood 
as a child, I thought as a child ; 
but when I became a man, I 
put away childish things. For 
now we see through a glass 
darkly ; but then face to face: 
now I know in part; but then 
shall I know even as also I am 
known. And now abideth 
faith, hope, charity, these three; 
but. the greatest of these is 
charity.

One of his 
disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter’s 
brother, saith unto him, There 
is a lad here, which hath five | 
barley-loaves, and two small 
fishes: but what are they among 
so many? And Jesus said, 
Make the men sit down. Now 
there was much grass in the 
place. So the men sat down, 
in number about five thousand. 
And Jesus took the loaves, and 
when he had given thanks he 
distributed to the disciples, and 
the disciples to them that were 
set down; and likewise of the 
fishes as much as they would. 
When they were filled, he said 
unto his disciples, Gather up 
the fragments that remain, that 
nothing be lost. Therefore they 
gathered them together, and filled 
twelve baskets with the frag- 
ments of the five barley-loaves, 
which remained over and above 
unto them that had eaten. Then 
those men, when they had seen 
the miracle that Jesus did, said, 
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This is of a truth that Prophet 
that should come into the world.

It also always 
implies Matins before Holy Com- 
munion ; for example, on this Sunday 
it amplies the reading of the Matins 
Lesson, S. Matth. xxvi., before the 
Gospel of the day. Sor these reasons, 
at an early Communion on Palm 
Sunday wt might be permissible to 
read the Gospel for Advent Sunday, 
or else the following, which ws the 
Sarum Lesson in the Service for the 
Blessing of the Palms. 


THE GOSPEL. S. John xii. 12. 


()* the next day much people 
that were come to the 
feast, when they heard that 


Jesus was coming to Jerusalem, 
took branches of palm trees, 
and went forth to meet him, and 
cried, Hosanna: Blessed is the 
King of Israel that cometh in 
the name of the Lord. And 
Jesus, when he had found a 
young ass, sat thereon ; as it is 
written, Fear not, daughter of 
Sion: behold, thy King cometh, 
sitting on an ass’s colt. These 
things understood not his dis- 
ciples at the first: but when 
Jesus was glorified, then re- 
membered they that these things 
were written of him, and that 
they had done these things unto 
him. ‘The people therefore that 
was with him when he called 
Lazarus out of his grave, and 
raised him from the dead, bare 
record. For this cause the 
people also met him, for that 
they heard that he had done 
this miracle. | 


THE GOSPEL. S. Matth. xxvii. 1. 
HEN the morning was 


come, all the chief priests 
and elders of the people took 
counsel against Jesus, to put 
him to death. And when they 
had bound him, they led him 
away, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate the governor. 
Then Judas who had betrayed 
him, when he saw that he was 
condemned, repented himself, 
and brought again the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief 
priests and elders, saying, | 
have sinned, in that I have be- 
trayed the innocent blood. And 
they said, What is that to us? 
see thou to that. And he cast 


down the pieces of silver in the 
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temple, and departed, and went 
and hanged himself. And the 
chief priests took the silver 
pieces, and said, It is not lawful 
for to put them into the trea- 
sury, because it is the price of 
blood. And they took counsel, 
and bought with them the pot- 
ter’s field, to bury strangers in. 
Wherefore that field was called, 
The field of blood, unto this 
day. (Then was fulfilled that 
which was spoken by Jeremy 
the prophet, saying, And they 
took the thirty pieces of silver, 
the price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of 
Israel did value, and gave them 
for the potter’s field, as the 
Lord appointed me.) And 
Jesus stood before the governor; 
and the governor asked him, 
saying, Art thou the King of 
the Jews? And Jesus said 
unto him, Thou sayest. And 
when he was accused of the 
chief priests and elders, he 
answered nothing. ‘Then saith 
Pilate unto him, Hearest thou 
not how many things they wit- 
ness against thee? And he 
answered him to never a word, 
insomuch that the governor mar- 
velled greatly. Now at that 
feast the governor was wont to 
release unto the people a pri- 
soner, whom they would. And 
they had then a notable pri- 
soner, called Barabbas. There- 
fore when they were gathered 
together, Pilate said unto them, 
Whom will ye that I release 
unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus 
which is called Christ? For 
he knew that for envy they had 
delivered him. When he was 
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set down on the judgement-seat, 
his wife sent unto him, saying, 
Have thou nothing to do with 
that just man: for I have suf- 
fered many things this day in 
a dream because of him. But 
the chief priests and elders per- 
suaded the multitude that they 
should ask Barabbas, and destroy 
Jesus. The governor answered 
and said unto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that I release 
unto you? They said, Barab- 
bas. Pilate saith unto them, 
What shall I do then with 
Jesus, which is called Christ ? 
They all say unto him, Let him 
be crucified. And the governor 
said, Why, what evil hath he 
done? But they cried out the 
more, saying, Let him be cruci- 
fied. When Pilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he 
took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, say- 
ing, [ am innocent of the blood 
of this just person: see ye to it. 
Then answered all the people, 
and said, His blood be on us, 
and on our children. Then re- 
leased he Barabbas unto them : 
and when he had _ scourged 
Jesus he delivered him to be 
crucified. Then the soldiers of 
the governor took Jesus into the 
common hall, and gathered unto 
him the whole band of soldiers. 
And they stripped him, and put 
on him a scarlet robe. And 
when they had platted a crown 
of thorns they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in his right 
hand: and they bowed the knee 
before him, and mocked him, 
saying, Hail, King of the Jews: 
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And they spit upon him, and 
took the reed, and smote him 
on the head. And after that 
they had mocked him they took 
the robe off from him, and put 
his own raiment on him, and 
led him away to crucify him. 
And as they came out they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon 
by name; him they compelled 
to bear his cross. And when 
they were come unto a place 
called Golgotha, that is to say, a 
place of a skull, they gave him 
vinegar to drink mingled with 
gall: and when he had tasted 
thereof, he would not drink. 
And they crucified him, and 
parted his garments, casting 
lots: that it might be fulfilled, 
which was spoken by the pro- 
phet, They parted my garments 
among them, and upon my ves- 
ture did they cast lots. And 
sitting down they watched him 
there; and set up over his head 
his accusation written, THIS IS 
JESUS THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. Then were there two 
thieves crucified with him ; one 
on the right hand, and another 
on the left. And they that 
passed by reviled him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, Thou 
that destroyest the temple, and 
buildest it in three days, save 
thyself: if thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the eross. 
Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking him, with the scribes 
and elders, said, He saved 
others, himself he cannot save : 
if he be the King of Israel, let 
him now come down from the 
cross, and we will believe him. 
He trusted in God; let him de- 


liver him now, if he will have 
him : for he said, I am the Son 
of God. The thieves also, which 
were crucified with him, cast 
the same in his teeth. Now 
from the sixth hour there was 
darkness over all the land unto 
the ninth hour. And about the 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a 
loud voice, saying, Hh, Ll, 
lama sabachthani? that is to 
say, My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me? Some 
of them that stood there, when 
they heard that, said, This man 
calleth for Elias. And straight- 
way one of them ran, and took a 
spunge, and filled it with vine- 
gar, and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink. The rest 
said, Let be, let us see whether 
Elias will come to save him. 
Jesus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the 
ghost. And behold, the vail of 
the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom, and 
the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent, and the graves were 
opened, and many bodies of 
saints which slept arose, and 
came out of the graves after his 
resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto 
many. Now when the cen- 
turion, and they that were with 
him, watching Jesus, saw the 
earthquake, and those things 
that were done, they feared 
greatly, saying, Truly this was 
the Son of God.

Monday before Easter. 


FOR THE EPISTLE. Isai. Ixiii. 1. 


HO is this that cometh from 

Edom, with dyed garments 
from Bozrah ? this that is glori- 
ous in his apparel, travelling in 
the greatness of his strength ? 
I that speak in righteousness, 
mighty to save. Wherefore art 
thou red in thine apparel, and 
thy garments like him that 
treadeth in the wine-fat? I 
have trodden the wine-press 
alone, and of the people there 
was none with me: for I will 
tread them in mine anger, and 
trample them in my fury, and 
their blood shall be sprinkled 
upon my garments, and I will 
stain all my raiment. For the 
day of vengeance is in mine 
heart, and the year of my re- 


deemed is come. And I looked, 
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and there was none to help; and 
I wondered that there was none 
to uphold: therefore mine own 
arm brought salvation unto me, 
and my fury it upheld me. And 
I will tread down the people in 
mine anger, and make them 
drunk in my fury, and I will 
bring down their strength to the 
earth. I will mention the lov- 
ing-kindnesses of the Lord, and 
the praises of the Lord, accord- 
ing to all that the Lord hath 
bestowed on us, and the great 
goodness towards the house of 
Israel, which he hath bestowed 
on them, according to his 
mercies, and according to the 
multitude of his loving-kind- 
nesses. For he said, Surely they 
are my people, children that will 
not lie: so he was their Saviour. 
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In all their affliction he was 
afflicted, and the angel of his 
presence saved them: in his 
love, and in his pity, he re- 
deemed them, and he bare them, 
and carried them all the days 
of old. But they rebelled, and 
vexed his Holy Spirit; there- 
fore he was turned to be their 
enemy, and he fought against 
them. Then he remembered 
the days of old, Moses and his 
people, saying, Where is he that 
brought them up out of the sea 
with the shepherd of his flock ? 
where is he that put his Holy 
Spirit within him? that led 
them by the right hand of Moses, 
with his glorious arm, dividing 
the water before them, to make 
himself an everlasting name ? 
that led them through the deep 
as an horse in the wilderness, 
that they should not stumble ? 
As a beast goeth down into the 
valley, the Spirit of the Lord 
caused him to rest: so didst 
thou lead thy people, to make 
thyself a glorious name. Look 
down from heaven, and behold 
from the habitation of thy holi- 
ness, and of thy glory: where 
is thy zeal, and thy strength, 
the sounding of thy bowels, and 
of thy mercies towards me? Are 
they restrained ? Doubtless thou 
art our Father, though Abra- 
ham be ignorant of us, and Israel 
acknowledge us not: thou, O 
Lord, art our Father, our Re- 
deemer, thy name is from ever- 
lasting. O Lord, why hast thou 
made us to err from thy ways ? 
and hardened our heart from thy 
fear? Return for thy servants’ 
sake, the tribes of thine inherit- 


ance. ‘The people of thy holi- 
ness have possessed it but a little 
while : our adversaries have trod- 
den down thy sanctuary. We 
are thine: thou never barest 
rule over them; they were not 


called by thy name. 


THE GOSPEL. S. Mark xiv. 1. 
\ FTER two days was the feast 


of the Passover, and of un- 
leavened bread: and the chief 
priests and the scribes sought 
how they might take him by 
craft, and put him to death. 
But they said, Not on the feast- 
day, lest there be an uproar of 
the people. And being in Beth- 
any, in the house of Simon the 
leper, as he sat at meat, there 
came a woman having an alabas- 
ter box of ointment of spikenard, 
very precious ; and she brake the 
box, and poured it on his head. 
And there were some that had 
indignation within themselves, 
and said, Why was this waste of 
the ointment made ? for it might 
have been sold for more than 
three hundred pence, and have 
been given to the poor : and they 
murmured against her. And 
Jesus said, Let her alone; why 
trouble ye her? she hath wrought 
a good work on me: for ye have 
the poor with you always, and 
whensoever ye will ye may do 
them good ; but me ye have not 
always. She hath done what 
she could; she is come afore- 
hand to anoint my body to the 
burying. Verily | say unto you, 
Wheresoever this Gospel shall 
be preached throughout the 
whole world, this also that she 


hath done shall be spoken of 
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for a memorial of her. And 
Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, 
went unto the chief priests to 
betray him unto them. And 
when they heard it they were 
glad, and promised to give him 
money. And he sought how 
he might conveniently betray 
him. And the first day of 
unleavened bread, when they 
killed the passover, his disciples 
said unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we go and prepare, that 
thou mayest eat the passover ? 
And he sendeth forth two of 
his disciples, and’ saith unto 
them, Go ye into the city, and 
there shall meet you a man 
bearing a pitcher of water ; 
follow him : And wheresoever he 
shall go in, say ye to the good- 
man of the house, The Master 
saith, Where is the guest-cham- 
ber, where I shall eat the pass- 
over with my disciples? And 
he will show you a large upper- 
room furnished, and prepared : 
there make ready for us. And 
his disciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found 
as he had said unto them: and 
they made ready the passover. 
And in the evening he cometh 
with the twelve. And as they 
gat, and did eat, Jesus said, 
Verily I say unto you, One of 
you which eateth with me shall 
betray me. And they began to 
be sorrowful, and to say unto 
him one by one, Is itI? and 
another said, Is it I? and he 
answered and said unto them, 
It is one of the twelve that dip- 
peth with me in the dish. The 
Son of Man indeed goeth, as it 
is written of him: but woe to 
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that man by whom the Son of 
Man is betrayed: good were it 
for that man if he had never 
been born. And as they did eat, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed, 
and brake it, and gave to them, 
and said, Take, eat: this is my 
body. And he took the cup, 
and when he had given thanks 
he gave it to them: and they all 
drank of it. And he said unto 
them, This is my blood of the 
new testament, which is shed for 
many. Verily I say unto you, 
I will drink no more of the fruit 
of the vine, until that day that I 
drink it new in the kingdom of 
God. And when they had sung 
an hymn they went out into the 
mount of Olives. And Jesus 
saith unto them, All ye shall 
be offended because of me this 
night: for it is written, I will 
smite the shepherd, and the 
sheep shall be scattered. But, 
after that I am risen, I will go 
before you into Galilee. But 
Peter said unto him, Although 
all shall be offended, yet will not 
I. And Jesus saith unto him, 
Verily I say unto thee, That this 
day, even in this night, before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. But he spake 
the more vehemently, If I should 
die with thee, I will not deny 
thee in any wise. Likewise 
also said they all. And they 
came to a place which was 
named Gethsemane: and he 
saith to his disciples, Sit ye 
here, while I shall pray. And 
he taketh with him Peter, and 
James, and John, and began to 
be sore amazed, and to be very 
heavy, and saith unto them, My 
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soul is exceeding sorrowful unto 
death ; tarry ye here, and watch. 
And he went forward a little, 
and fell on the ground, and 
prayed, that, if it were possible, 
the hour might pass from him. 
And he said, Abba, Father, all 
things are possible unto thee ; 
take away this cup from me; 
nevertheless, not what I will, 
but what thou wilt. And he 
cometh and findeth them sleep- 
ing, and saith unto Peter, Simon, 
sleepest thou ? couldest not thou 
watch one hour? Watch ye and 
pray, lest ye enter into tenipta- 
tion: the spirit truly is ready, 
but the flesh is weak. And 
again he went away, and prayed, 
and spake the same words. And 


when he returned he found: 


them asleep again, (for their eyes 
were heavy,) neither wist they 
what to answer him. And he 
cometh the third time, and saith 
unto them, Sleep on now, and 
take your rest : it is enough, the 
hour is come; behold, the Son 
of Man is betrayed into the 
hands of sinners. Rise up, let 
us go; lo, he that betrayeth me 
is at hand. And immediately, 
while he yet spake, cometh 
Judas, one of the twelve, and 
with him a great multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief 
priests, and the scribes, and the 
elders. And he that betrayed 
him had given them a token, 
saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, 
that same is he; take him, and 
lead him away safely. And as 
soon as he was come he goeth 
straightway to him, and saith, 
Master, Master ; and kissed him. 
And they laid their hands on 


him, and took him. And one 
of them that stood by drew a 
sword, and smote a servant of 
the high priest, and cut off his 
ear. And Jesus answered, and 
said unto them, Are ye come out 
as against a thief, with swords 
and with staves, to take me? 
I was daily with you in the 
temple teaching, and ye took me 
not: but the Scriptures must be 
fulfilled. And they all forsook 
him, and fled. And there fol- 
lowed him a certain young man, 
having a linen cloth cast about 
his naked body ; and the young 
men laid hold on him: and he 
left the linen cloth, and fled 
from them naked. And they led 
Jesus away to the high priest: 
and with him were assembled all 
the chief priests, and the elders, 
and the scribes. And Peter fol- 
lowed him afar off, even into 
the palace of the high priest; 
and he sat with the servants, 
and warmed himself at the fire. 
And the chief priests and all 
the council sought for witness 
against Jesus to put him to 
death; and found none. For 
many bare false witness against 
him, but their witness agreed 
not together. And there arose 
certain, and bare false witness 
against him, saying, We heard 
him say, I will destroy this 
temple that is made with hands, 
and within three days I will 
build another made without 
hands. But neither so did their 
witness agree together. And the 
high priest stood up in the midst, 
and asked Jesus, saying, An- 
swerest thou nothing? what is 
it which these witness against 
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thee? But he held his peace, 
and answered nothing. Again 
the high priest asked him, and 
said unto him, Art thou the 
Christ, the Son of the Blessed ? 
And Jesus said, I am; and ye 
shall see the Son of Man sitting 
on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. 
Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, and saith, What need 
we any further witnesses? ye 
have heard the blasphemy : what 
think ye? And they all con- 
demned him to be guilty of 
death. And some began to spit 
on him, and to cover his face, 
and to buffet him, and to say 
unto him, Prophesy: and the 
servants did strike him with the 
palms of their hands. And as 
Peter was beneath in the palace 
there cometh one of the maids 
of the high priest; and when 
she saw Peter warming himself 
she looked upon him, and said, 
And thou also wast with Jesus 
of Nazareth. But he denied, 
saying, I know not, neither 
understand I what thou sayest. 
And he went out into the porch ; 
and the cock crew. Anda maid 
saw him again, and began to say 
to them that stood by, This is 
one of them. And he denied it 
again. Anda little after, they 
that stood by said again to Peter, 
Surely thou art one of them ; 


for thou art a Galilean, and thy 
speech agreeth thereto. But he 
began to curse and to swear, 
saying, [ know not this man 
of whom ye speak. And the 
second time the cock crew. 
And Peter called to mind the 
word that Jesus said unto him, 
Before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. And 
when he thought thereon, he 
wept.

This shall ye have of mine hand, 


ye shall lie down in sorrow. 


THE GOSPEL. S8. Mark xv. 1. 
ND straightway in the morn- 
ing the chief priests held 
a consultation with the elders, 
and scribes, and the whole coun- 
cil, and bound Jesus, and carried 
him away, and delivered him to 
Pilate. And Pilate asked him, 
Art thou the King of the Jews ? 
And he answering said unto 
him, Thou sayest it. And the 
chief priests accused him of 
many things: but he answered 
nothing. And Pilate asked him 
again, saying, Answerest thou 
nothing? behold how many 
things they witness against 
thee. But Jesus yet answered 
E 


nothing: so that Pilate mar- 
velled. Now at that feast he 
released unto them one prisoner, 
whomsoever they desired. And 
there was one named Barabbas, 
which lay bound with them that 
had made insurrection with him, 
who had committed murder in 
the insurrection. And the mul- 
titude, erying aloud, began to 
desire him to do as he had ever 
done unto them. But Pilate 
answered them, saying, Will ye 
that I release unto you the King 
of the Jews? For he knew that 
the chief priests had delivered 
him for envy. But the chief 
priests moved the people, that 
he should rather release Bar- 
abbas unto them. And Pilate 
answered, and said again unto 
them, What will ye then that I 
shall do unto him whom ye call 
the King of the Jews? And 
they cried out again, Crucify 
him. Then Pilate said unto 
them, Why, what evil hath he 
done? And they cried out the 
more exceedingly, Crucify him. 
And so Pilate, willing to con- 
tent the people, released Bar- 
abbas unto them, and delivered 
Jesus, when he had scourged 
him, to be crucified. And the 
soldiers led him away into the 
hall, called Preetorium; and they 
call together the whole band. 
And they clothed him with 
purple, and platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it about his 
head: and began to salute him, 
Hail, King of the Jews. And 
they smote him on the head 
with a reed, and did spit upon 
him, and bowing their knees 


worshipped him. And when 
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they had mocked him, they 
took off the purple from hin, 
and put his own clothes on him, 
and led him out to crucify him. 
And they compel one Simon a 
Cyrenian, who passed by, coming 
out of the country, the father of 
Alexander and Rufus, to bear 
his cross. And they bring him 
unto the place Golgotha, which 
is, being interpreted, The place 
of a skull. And they gave him 
to drink wine mingled with 
myrrh ; but he received it not. 
And when they had crucified 
him they parted his garments, 
casting lots upon them, what 
every man should take. And 
it was the third hour, and they 
erucified him. And the super- 
scription of his accusation was 
written over, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. And with him 
they crucify two thieves, the 
one on his right hand, and 
the other on his left. And the 
Scripture was fulfilled, which 
saith, And he was numbered 
with the transgressors. And 
they that passed by railed on 
him, wagging their heads, and 
saying, Ah, thou that destroyest 
the temple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself, and 
come down from the cross. 
Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking said among themselves, 
with the scribes, He saved others; 
himself he cannot save. Let 
Christ the King of Israel de- 
scend now from the cross, that 
we may see and believe. And 
they that were crucified with 
him reviled him. And when 
the sixth hour was come, there 
was darkness. over the whole 
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land until the ninth hour. And 
at the ninth hour Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, saying, Hloz, 
Eloi, lama sabachtham ? which 
is, being interpreted, My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me? And some of them that 
stood by, when they heard it, 
said, Behold, he ecalleth Elias. 
And one ran and filled a spunge 
full of vinegar, and put it on a 
reed, and gave him to drink, 
saying, Let alone; let us see 
whether Elias will come to take 
himdown. And Jesus cried with 
a loud voice, and gave up the 
ghost. And the vail ofthe temple 
was rent in twain from the top to 
the bottom. And when the cen- 
turion, which stood over against 
him, saw that he so cried out, and 
gave up the ghost, he said, Truly 
this man was the Son of God.

THE EPISTLE. Heb. ix. 16. 


HERE a testament is, there 
must also of necessity be 

the death of the testator: for a 
testament is of force after men 
are dead ; otherwise it is of no 
streneth at all whilst the testa- 
tor liveth. Whereupon, neither 
the first testament was dedicated 
without blood: for when Moses 
had spoken every precept to all 
the people, according to the law, 
he took the blood of calves and 
of goats, with water, and scarlet 
wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled 
both the book, and all the people, 
saying, This is the blood of the 
testament, which God hath en- 
joined unto you. Moreover, he 
sprinkled with blood both the 
tabernacle, and all the vessels of 
the ministry. And almost all 
things are by the law purged 
with blood; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. 
It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the 
heavens should be purified with 
these; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. For Christ is not 
entered into the holy places 
made with hands, which are the 
figures of the true, but into 
heaven itself, now to appear in 
the presence of God for us ; nor 
yet that he should offer himself 
often, as the high priest enter- 
eth into the holy place every 
year with blood of others: for 
then must he often have suffered 
since the foundation of the 
world; but now once in the end 
of the world hath he appeared 


to put away sin by the sacrifice 
of himself. And as it is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgement: 
so Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many ; and unto 
them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without 
sin unto salvation. 


THE GOSPEL. S. Luke xxii, 1. 


OW the feast of unleavened 
bread drew nigh, which is 
called the Passover. And the 
chief priests and scribes sought 
how they might kill him; for 
they feared the people. Then 
entered Satan into Judas sur- 
named Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve. And he 
went his way, and communed 
with the chief priests and cap- 
tains, how he might betray him 
unto them. And they were glad, 
and covenanted to give him 
money. And he promised, and 
sought opportunity to betray 
him unto them in the absence 
of the multitude. Then came 
the day of unleavened bread, 
when the passover must be 
killed. And he sent Peter and 
John, saying, Go and prepare us 
the passover, that we may eat. 
And they said unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare ? 
And he said unto them, Behold, 
when ye are entered into the 
city, there shall a man meet 
you, bearing a pitcher of water ; 
follow him into the house where 
he entereth in. And ye shall 
say unto the goodman of the 


house, The Master saith unto 
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thee, Where is the euest-chamber, 
where I shall eat the passover 
with my disciples? And: he 
shall shew you a large upper- 
room furnished ; 
ready. And they went, and 
found as he had said unto 
them: and they made ready 
the passover. And when the 
hour was come he sat down, 
and the twelve apostles with 
him. And he said unto them, 
With desire I have desired to 
eat this passover with you be- 
fore I suffer: for I say unto 
you, I will not any more eat 
thereof, until it be fulfilled in 
the kingdom of God. And he 
took the cup, and gave thanks, 
and said, Take this, and divide 
it among yourselves. For I say 
unto you, I will not drink of 
the fruit of the vine, until the 
kingdom of God shall come. 
And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave 
unto them, saying, This is my 
body, which is given for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. 
Likewise also the cup after 
supper, saying, This cup is the 
new testament in my blood, 
which is shed for you. But 
behold, the hand of him that 
betrayeth me is with me on the 
table. And truly the Son of 
Man goeth as it was determined ; 
but woe unto that man by whom 
he is betrayed. And they began 
to inquire among themselves, 
which of them it was that 
should do this thing. And 
there was also a strife among 
them, which of them should be 
accounted the greatest. And 


he said unto them, The kings 
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there make 


of the Gentiles exercise lordship 
over them, and they that exer- 
cise authority upon them are 
called benefactors. But ye shall 
not be so: but he that is great- 
est among you, let him be as 
the younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth serve. 
For whether is greater, he that 
sitteth at meat, or he that serv- 
eth? is not he that sitteth at 
meat? but 1am among you as 
he that serveth. Ye are they 
which have continued with me 
in my temptations. And I ap- 
point unto you a kingdom, as 
my Father hath appointed unto 
me; that ye may eat and drink 
at my table in my kingdom, 
and sit on thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel. And 
the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satan hath desired to 
have you, that he may sift you 
as wheat: but I have prayed 
for thee, that thy faith fail not ; 
and when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. And 
he said unto him, Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee both into 
prison and to death. And he 
said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock 
shall not crow this day, before 
that thou shalt thrice deny that 
thou knowest me. And he said 
unto them, When I sent you 
without purse, and scrip, and 
shoes, lacked ye any thing? 
And they said, Nothing. Then 
said he unto them, But now, he 
that hath a purse, let him take 
it, and likewise his scrip: and 
he that hath no sword, let him 
sell his garment, and buy one. 
For I say unto you, That this 
that is written must yet be 
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accomplished in me, And he was 
reckoned among the transgres- 
sors: for the things concerning 
me have an end. And they 
said, Lord, behold, here are two 
swords. And he said unto 
them, It is enough. And he 
came out, and went, as he was 
wont, to the mount of Olives, 
and his disciples also followed 
him. And when he was at the 
place he said unto them, Pray, 
that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion. And he was withdrawn 
from them about a stone’s cast, 
and kneeled down and prayed, 
saying, Father, if thou be will- 
ing, remove this cup from me ; 
nevertheless, not my will, but 
thine be done. And there ap- 
peared an angel unto him from 
heaven, strengthening him. And 
being in an agony, he prayed 
more earnestly ; and his sweat 
was as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the ground. 
And when he rose up from 
prayer, and was come to his 
disciples, he found them sleep- 
ing for sorrow, and said unto 
them, Why sleep ye? rise and 
pray, lest ye enter into tempta- 
tion. And while he yet spake, 
behold, a multitude, and he that 
was called Judas, one of the 
twelve, went before them, and 
drew near unto Jesus to kiss 
him. But Jesus said unto him, 
Judas, betrayest thou the Son 
of Man with a kiss? When 
they who were about him saw 
what would follow, they said 
unto him, Lord, shall we smite 
with the sword? And one of 
them smote the servant of the 
high priest, and cut off his right 


ear. And Jesus answered and 
said, Suffer ye thus far. And 
he touched his ear, and healed 
him. Then Jesus said unto the 
chief priests, and captains of the 
temple, and the elders who were 
come to him, Be ye come out 
as against a thief, with swords 
and staves? When I was daily 
with you in the temple, ye 
stretched forth no hands against 
me: but this is your hour, and 
the power of darkness. Then 
took they him, and led hin, 
and brought him into the high 
priest’s house: and Peter fol- 
lowed afar off. And when they 
had kindled a fire in the midst 
of the hall, and were set down 
together, Peter sat down among 
them. But a certain maid be- 
held him, as he sat by the fire, 
and earnestly looked upon him, 
and said, This man was also with 
him. And he denied him, say- 
ing, Woman, I know him not. 
And after a little while another 
saw him, and said, Thou art also 
of them. And Peter said, Man, 
Tam not. And about the space 
of one hour after, another con- 
fidently affirmed, saying, Of a 
truth this fellow also was with 
him; for he is a Galilean. 
And Peter said, Man, I know 
not what thou sayest. And im- 
mediately, while he yet spake, 
the cock crew. And the Lord 
turned, and looked upon Peter ; 
and Peter remembered the word 
of the Lord, how he had said 
unto him, Before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. And 
Peter went out, and wept bit- 
terly. And the men that held 
Jesus mocked him, and smote 
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him. And when they had 
blindfolded him, they struck 
him on the face, and asked 
him, saying, Prophesy, who is it 
that smote thee? And many 
otherthings blasphemously spake 
they against him. And as soon 
as it was day, the elders of the 
people, and the chief priests, and 
the scribes, came together, and 
led him into their council, say- 
ing, Art thou the Christ? tell 
us. And he said unto them, If 
I tell you, ye will not believe : 
and if I also ask you, ye will 
not answer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafter shall the Son of Man 
sit on the right hand of the 
power of God. Then said they 
all, Art thou then the Son of 
God? And he said unto them, 
Ye say that I am. And they 
said, What need we any further 
witness ? for we ourselves have 
heard of his own mouth,

THE EPISTLE, 1 Cor. xi. 17. 


[2 this that I declare unto you, 

I praise you not; that ye 
come together not for the better, 
but for the worse. For first of 
all, when ye come together in 
the church, I hear that there be 
divisions among you,and I partly 
believe it. For there must be 
algo heresies among you, that 
they who are approved may 
be made manifest among you. 
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When ye come together there- 
fore into one place, this is not 
to eat the Lord’s supper: for in 
eating every one taketh before 
other his own supper; and one 
is hungry, and another is drunk- 
en, What, have ye not houses 
to eat and to drink in? or 
despise ye the church of God, 
and shame them that have not ? 
What shall I say to you? shall 
I praise you in this? I praise 
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you not. For I have received 
of the Lord that which also I 
delivered unto you, That the 
Lord Jesus, the same night in 
which he was betrayed, took 
bread ; and when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and said, 
Take, eat; this is my body, 
which is broken for you: this 
do in remembrance of me. After 
the same manner also he took 
the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new 
testament in my blood: this 
do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in 
remembrance of me. For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew 
the Lord’s death till he come. 
Wherefore, whosoever shall eat 
this bread, and drink this cup of 
the Lord, unworthily, shall be 
euilty of the body and blood of 
the Lord. But let a man. ex- 
amine himself, and so let him 
eat of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. For he that eateth 
and drinketh unworthily eateth 
and drinketh damnation to him- 
self, not discerning the Lord’s 
body. For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, and 
many sleep. For if we would 
judge yourselves, we should not 
be judged. But when we are 
judged, we are chastened of the 
Lord, that we should not be 
condemned with the world. 
Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry 
one for another. And if any 
man hunger, let him eat at 
home; that ye come not to- 
gether unto condemnation. And 
the rest will I set in order when 
T come. 


THE GOSPEL. S. Luke. xxiii. 1. 

HE whole multitude of them 
arose, and led him unto 
Pilate. And they began to ac- 
cuse him, saying, We found this 
fellow perverting the nation, 
and forbidding to give tribute 
to Cesar, saying, That he him- 
self is Christ a King. And 
Pilate asked him, saying, Art 
thou the King of the Jews? 
And he answered him, and said, 
Thou sayest it. Then said Pilate 
to the chief priests, and to the 
people, I find no fault in this 
man. And they were the more 
fierce, saying, He stirreth up the 
people, teaching throughout all 
Jewry, beginning from Galilee to 
this place. When Pilate heard 
of Galilee, he asked whether 
the man were a Galilean. And 
as soon as he knew that he 
belonged unto Herod’s jurisdic- 
tion, he sent him to Herod, who 
himself was also at Jerusa- 
lem at that time. And when 
Herod saw Jesus he was ex- 
ceeding glad; for he was de- 
sirous to see him of a long 
season, because he had heard 
many things of him; and he 
hoped to have seen some miracle 
done by him. Then he ques- 
tioned with him in many words ; 
but he answered him nothing. 
And the chief priests and scribes 
stood and vehemently accused 
him. And Herod with his men 
of war set him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him 
in a gorgeous robe, and sent 
him again to Pilate. And the 
same day Pilate and Herod 
were made friends together ; for 


before they were at enmity be- 
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tween themselves. And Pilate, 
when he had called together the 
chief priests, and the rulers, and 
the people, said unto them, Ye 
have brought this man unto 
me, as one that perverteth the 
people: and behold, I, having 
examined him before you, have 
found no fault in this man 
touching those things whereof 
ye accuse him: No, nor yet 
Herod: for I sent you to him ; 
and lo, nothing worthy of death 
is done unto him. I will there- 
fore chastise him, and release 
him. For of necessity he must 
release one unto them at the 
feast. And they cried out all 
at once, saying, Away with this 
man, and release unto us Barab- 
bas: (who for a certain sedi- 
tion made in the city, and for 
murder, was cast into prison.) 
Pilate therefore, willing to re- 
lease Jesus, spake again to 
them. But they cried, saying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. And 
he said unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he 
done? I have found no cause 
of death in him: I will there- 
fore chastise him, and let him 
go. And they were instant with 
loud voices, requiring that he 
might be crucified: and the 
voices of them and of the chief 
priests prevailed. And Pilate 
gave sentence that it should be 
as they required. And he re- 
leased unto them him that for 
sedition and murder was cast 
into prison, whom they had de- 
sired; but he delivered Jesus to 
their will. And as they led him 
away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon a Cyrenian, coming out 
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of the country, and on him they 
laid the cross, that he might bear 
it after Jesus. And there fol- 
lowed him a great company of 
people, and of women, which 
also bewailed and lamented him. 
But Jesus, turning unto them, 
said, Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for me, but weep for 
yourselves, and for your chil- 
dren. For behold, the days are 
coming, in the which they shall 
say, Blessed are the barren, and 
the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave 
suck. Then shall they begin to 
say to the mountains, Fall on us; 
and to the hills, Cover us. For 
if they do these things in a green 
tree, what shall be done in the 
dry? And there were also two 
other, malefactors, led with him 
to be put to death. And when 
they were come to the place 
which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him; and the 
malefactors, one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left. 
Then said Jesus, Father, for- 
give them, for they know not 
what they do. And they parted 
his raiment, and cast lots. And 
the people stood beholding ; and 
the rulers also with them de- 
rided him, saying, He saved 
others; let him save himself, 
if he be Christ, the chosen of 
God. And the soldiers also 
mocked him, coming to him, 
and offerig him vinegar, and 
saying, If thou be the King of 
the Jews, save thyself. And a 
superscription also was written 
over him in letters of Greek, and 
Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
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And one of the malefactors 
which were hanged railed on 
him, saying, If thou be Christ, 
save thyself, and us. But the 
other answering rebuked him, 
saying, Dost not thou fear God, 
seeing thou art in the same con- 
demnation? And we indeed 
justly ; for we receive the due 
reward of our deeds, but this 
man hath done nothing amiss. 
And he said unto Jesus, Lord, 
remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom. And Jesus 
said unto him, Verily I say unto 
thee, To-day shalt thou be with 
me in Paradise. And it was 
about the sixth hour: and there 
was a darkness over all the 
earth until the ninth hour. 
And the sun was darkened, and 
the vail of the temple was rent 
in the midst. And when Jesus 
had eried with a loud voice, he 
said, Father, into thy hands I 
commend my spirit : and having 
said thus, he gave up the ghost. 
Now when the centurion saw 
what was done, he glorified 
God, saying, Certainly this was 
a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to 
that sight, beholding the things 
that were done, smote their 
breasts, and returned. And all 
his acquaintance, and the women 
that followed him from Galilee, 
stood afar off, beholding these 
things. 


BEFORE THE CELEBRATION. 


Conscious of our sinful thoughts and 
our shortcomings, we approach thee, O 
Lord, not to sacrifice to thee a bleeding 
victim, but with supplant prayers to 
offer before thee in a heavenly mystery 
the Body of the everlasting and only 


Priest. Remember therefore, O Lord, 
what he endured for us, who bare our 
sins. Clothe thou us in the robe of 
righteousness, that none may sit down 
at thy supper without a wedding gar- 
ment. Let the banquet of the New 
Testament abound with celestial joys.

May 
there be in all true faith, sure hope, and 
pure love, that the conscience of none 
may be condemned by these spiritual 
sacraments, but that we all, cleansed 
by the sweetness of thy peace and love 
from all our faults, may venture even 
now on earth to call thee Father;

THE EPISTLE. Heb. x. 1. 


HE law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and 

not the very image of the things, 
can never with those sacrifices, 
which they offered year by year 
continually, make the comers 
thereunto perfect; for then 
would they not have ceased to 
be offered? because that the 
worshippers once purged should 
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have had no more conscience of 
sins. But in those sacrifices 
there is a remembrance again 
made of sins every year. “For 
it 18 not possible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats should take 
away sins. Wherefore, when he 
cometh into the world, he saith, 
Sacrifice and offering thou would- 
est not, but a body hast thou 
prepared me: In burnt-offerings 
and sacrifices for sin thou hast 
had no pleasure: Then said I, 
Lo, I come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me) 
to do thy will, O God. Above, 
when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering, and burnt-offerings, and 
offering for sin thou wouldest 
not, neither hadst pleasure there- 
in, which are offered by the law: 
then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, O God. He taketh 
away the first, that he may 
establish the second. By the 
which will we are sanctified, 
through the offering of the body 
of Jesus Christ once for all. 
And every priest standeth daily 
ministering, and offering often- 
times the same sacrifices, which 
can never take away sins. But 
this man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, 
sat down on the right hand of 
God; from henceforth expecting 
till his enemies be made his 
foot-stool. For by one offering 
he hath perfected for ever them 
that are sanctified: Whereof the 
ees Ghost also is a witness to 

for after that he had said 
eae This is the covenant that 
I will make with them after 
those days, saith the Lord, I will 
put my laws into their hearts, 


and in their minds will [ write 
them; and their sins and _ ini- 
quities will I remember no more. 
Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin. 
Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by 
the blood of Jesus, by a new 
and living way, which he hath 
consecrated for us, through the 
vail, that is to say, his flesh ; 
and having an high priest ven 
the house of God; let us draw 
near with a true ence in full 
assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from anevil con- 
science, and our bodies washed 
with pure water. Let us hold 
fast the profession of our faith 
without wavering; (for he is 
faithful that promised ;) and 
let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love, and to good 
works ; not forsaking the assem- 
bling of ourselves together, as 
the manner of some is; but 
exhorting one another: and so 
much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. 


THE GOSPEL. §&. John xix. 1. 


eee therefore took Jesus, 

and scourged him. And 
the soldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, 
and they put on him a purple 
robe, and said, Hail, King of 
the Jews: and they smote him 
with their hands. Pilate there- 
fore went forth again, and saith 
unto them, Behold, I bring him 
forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. 
Then came Jesus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the 
purple robe. And ee oe 
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unto them, Behold the man! 
When the chief priests therefore 
and officers saw him, they cried 
out, saying, Crucify him, crucify 
him. Pilate saith unto them, 
Take ye him, and crucify him: 
for I find no fault in him. The 
Jews answered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he ought 
to die, because he made himself 
the Son of God. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he 
was the more afraid; and went 
again into the judgement-hall, 
and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou? But Jesus gave him 
no answer. ‘Then saith Pilate 
unto him, Speakest thou not 
unto me? knowest thou not that 
I have power to crucify thee, 
and have power to release thee ? 
Jesus answered, Thou couldest 
have no power at all against 
me, except it were given thee 
from above: therefore he that 
delivered me unto thee hath the 
greater sin. And from thence- 
forth Pilate sought to release 
him: but the Jews cried out, 
saying, If thou let this man 
go, thou art not Cesar’s friend : 
whosoever maketh himself a king 
speaketh against Ceesar. When 
Pilate therefore heard that say- 
ing, he brought Jesus forth, and 
sat down in the judgement-seat, 
in a place that is called the 
Pavement, but in the Hebrew, 
Gabbatha. And it was the pre- 
paration of the passover, and 
about the sixth hour: and he 
saith unto the Jews, Behold 
your King! But they cried out, 
Away with him, away with him, 
crucify him. Pilate saith unto 
them, Shall I crucify your King? 
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The chief priests answered, We 
have no king but Ceesar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto 
them to be crucified: and they 
took Jesus, and led him away. 
And he, bearing his cross, went 
forth into a place called the 
place of a skull, which}is called 
in the Hebrew, Golgotha: where 
they crucitied him, and two other 
with him, on either side one, and 
Jesus in the midst. And Pilate 
wrote a title, and put it on 
the cross; and the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. This 
title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jesus 
was crucified was nigh to the 
city: and it was written in 
Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
Then said the chief priests of 
the Jews to Pilate, Write not, 
The King of the Jews ; but that 
he said, | am the King of the 
Jews. Pilate answered, What 
I have written, | have written. 
Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified. Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four parts, 
to every soldier a part; and 
also his coat: now the coat 
was without seam, woven from 
the top throughout. They said 
therefore among themselves, Let 
us not rend it, but cast lots for 
it, whose it shall be: that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith, They parted my 
raiment among them, and for 
my vesture they did cast lots. 
These things therefore the sol- 
diers did. Now there stood by 
the cross of Jesus, his mother, 
and his mother’s sister, Mary 
the wife of Cleophas, and Mary

Magdalene. When Jesus there- 
fore saw his mother, and the 
disciple standing by whom he 
loved, he saith unto his mother, 
Woman, behold thy son. Then 
saith he to the disciple, Behold 
thy mother. And from that 
hour that disciple took her unto 
his own home. After this, 
Jesus, knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
saith, I thirst. Now there was 
set a vessel full of vinegar: and 
they filled a spunge with vinegar, 
and put it upon hyssop, and put 
it to his mouth, When Jesus 
therefore had received the vine- 
gar, he said, It is finished: and 
he bowed his head, and gave 
up the ghost. The Jews there- 
fore, because it was the prepara- 
tion, that the bodies should not 
remain upon the cross on the 
sabbath-day, (for that sabbath- 
day was an high day,) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be 
broken, and that they might 
be taken away. Then came the 


soldiers and brake the legs of 
the first, and of the other which 
was crucified with him. But 
when they came to Jesus, and 
saw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs. But 
one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and 
forthwith came there out blood 
and water. And he that saw 
it bare record, and his record 
is true: and he knoweth that 
he saith true, that ye might 
believe. For these things were 
done that the Scripture should 
be fulfilled, A bone of him 
shall not be broken. And 
again, another Scripture saith, 
They shall look on him whom 
they pierced. 


[Nore.— Jt was the custom of the Ancient 
Church to reserve the consecrated ele- 
ments from the Communion of Maundy 
Thursday for use on the following 
day. On Good Friday there was no 
Celebration, but the “ Liturgy of the 
Pre-sanctified” was used instead. 
We find therefore no “Secret” and 
** Post-communion” for this day in 
the ancient Service-Books. |

By which also he went 
and preached unto the spirits

was a preparing; wherein few, 
that is, eight souls, were saved 
by water. The like figure 
whereunto, even baptism, doth 
also now save us, (not the put- 
ting away the filth of the flesh, 
but the answer of a good con- 
science towards God,) by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ: 
who is gone into heaven, and 
is on the right hand of God, 
angels and authorities and 
powers being made subject unto 
him. 
THE GOSPEL. 8. Matth. xxvii. 57. 
HEN the even was come, 
there came a rich man 
of Arimathzea, named Joseph, 
who also himself was Jesus’ 
disciple. He went to Pilate, 
and begged the body of Jesus. 
Then Pilate commanded the 
body to be delivered. And 
when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean 
linen cloth, and laid it in his 
own new tomb, which he had 
hewn out in the rock; and he 
rolled a great stone to the door 
of the sepulchre, and departed. 
And there was Mary Magdalene 
and the other Mary, sitting over 
against the sepulchre. Now 
the next day that followed the 
day of the preparation, the 
chief priests and Pharisees came 
together unto Pilate, saying, 
Sir, we remember that that de- 
ceiver said, while he was yet 
alive, After three days I will 
rise again. Command therefore 
that the sepulchre be made sure 
until the third day, lest his 
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disciples come by night and 
steal him away, and say unto 
the people, He is risen from the 
dead: so the last error shall be 
worse than the first. Pilate 
said unto them, Ye have a 
watch; go your way, make it 
as sure as you can. So they 
went and made the sepulchre 
sure, sealing the stone, and set- 
ting a watch.

not I, but the grace of God 
which was with me. ‘Therefore 
whether it were I or they, so we 
preach, and so ye believed. 


THE GOSPEL. S. Luke xviii. 9. 


ESUS spake this parable unto 
certain which trusted in 


themselves that they were right- 
eous, and despised others: ‘lwo 
men went up into the temple to 
pray; the one a Pharisee, and 
the other a Publican.

to speak.

O 
T were the promises made. 
He saith not, And to seeds, as 
of many; but as of one; And 
to thy seed, which is Christ. 
And this I say, That the cove- 
nant that was confirmed before 
of God in Christ, the Law, 
which was four hundred and 
thirty years after, cannot dis- 
annul, that it should make the 
promise of none effect. For if 
the inheritance be of the Law, 
it is no more of promise; but 
God gave it to Abraham by pro- 
mise. Wherefore then serveth 
the Law? It was added because 
of transgressions, till the seed 
should come, to whom the pro- 
mise was made; and it was 
ordained by angels in the hand 


of a mediator. Now a mediator 


is not a mediator of one; but 
God is one. Is the Law then 
against the promises of God? 
God forbid: for if there had 
been a law given which could 
have given life, verily righteous- 
ness should have been by the 
Law. But the Scripture hath 
concluded all under sin, that 
the promise by faith of Jesus 
Christ might be given to them 
that believe. 


THE GOSPEL. S. Luke x. 23. 


LESSED are the eyes which 

see the things that ye 

see. For I tell you, That many 
prophets and kings have desired 
to see those things which ye see, 
and have not seen them; and 
to hear those things which ye 
hear, and have not heard them. 
And behold, a certain Lawyer 
stood up, and tempted him, say- 
ing, Master, what shall. I do to 
inherit eternal life? He said 
unto him, What is written in 
the Law? how readest thou ?

But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he was; 
and, when he saw him, he had 
compassion on him, and went to 
him, and bound up his wounds, 
pouring in oil and wine, and set 
him on his own beast, and 
brought him to an inn, and took 
care of him. And on the mor- 
row, when he departed, he took 
out two pence, and gave them 
to the host, and said unto him, 
Take care of him; and whatso- 
ever thou spendest more, when 
I come again, I will repay thee. 
Which now of these three, think- 
est thou, was neighbour unto 


him that fell among the thieves 4 
And he said, He that shewed 
mercy onhim. ‘Then said Jesus 
unto him, Go, and do thou lke- 
wise.

shall we be clothed? (for after 
all these things do the Gentiles 
seek :) for your heavenly Father 
knoweth that ye have need of 
all these things. But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness, and all these 
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things shall be added unto you. 
Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow; for the morrow 
shall take thought for the things 
of itself: sufficient unto the day 
is the evil thereof.

And he put 
forth a parable to those which 
were bidden, when he marked 
how they chose out the chief 
rooms, saying unto them, When 
thou art bidden of any man to 
a wedding, sit not down in the 
highest room; lest a more 
honourable man than thou be 
bidden of him; and he that 
bade thee and him come and 
say to thee, Give this man place ; 
and thou begin with shame to 
take the lowest room. But when 
thou art bidden, go and sit down 
in the lowest room ; that, when 
he that bade thee cometh, he 
may say unto thee, Friend, go 
up higher: then shalt thou have 
worship in the presence of them 
that sit at meat with thee. For 
whosoever exalteth himself shall 
be abased ; and he that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted.

And his fellow- 
servant fell down at his feet, 
and besought him, saying, Have 
patience with me, and | will 
pay thee all. And he would 
not; but went and cast him 
into prison, till he should pay 
the debt. So when his fellow- 
servants saw what was done, 
they were very sorry, and came 
and told unto their lord all 
that was done. Then his lord, 
after that he had called him, 
said unto him, O thou wicked 
servant, | forgave thee all that 
debt, because thou desiredst me : 
shouldest not thou also have 
had compassion on thy fellow- 
servant, even as I had pity on 
thee? And his lord was wroth, 
and delivered him to the tor- 
mentors, till he should pay all 
that was due unto him. So like- 
wise shall my heavenly Father 
do also unto you, if ye from your 
hearts forgive not every one his 
brother their trespasses.

And here it is to be noted, that such Ornaments of the Church, and 
of the Ministers thereof, at all times of their Ministration, shall be 
retained, and be in use, as were in this Church of Hngland, by the 
Authority of Parliament, in the Second Year of the Reign of King 
Edward the Sixth.” 


Norr.—The “Order of the Communion,” ‘imprinted at London the viij daye of 
Marche, in the second yere of the reigne of our sovereigne Lord Kyng Edward the 
Sixt: By Richard Grafton, printer to his moste royall Majestie,” is dated “In the 
yere of our Lorde m.p.xivim.” This shews the “second year of the reign of King 
Edward the Sixth” to be the year 1548. 


The First Reformed Prayer Book was printed in March 1549, and was ordered 
to be used from and after the Feast of Pentecost, June 9, 1549. Its Rubrics as to 
the Ornaments of the Minister are as follows :— 


“Upon the day and at the time appointed for the ministration 
of the Holy Communion, the Priest that shall execute the holy 
ministry, shall put upon him the vesture appointed for that minis- 
tration, that is to say, a white Albe plain, with a Vestment or Cope. 
And where there be many Priests or Deacons, there so many shall 
be ready to help the Priest in the ministration, as shall be requisite ; 
and shall have upon them likewise the vestures appointed for their 
ministry, that is to say, Albes with Tunacles.” (Rubric prefixed to 
the Communion Office of 1549.) 


““ Whensoever the Bishop shall celebrate the Holy Communion in 
the Church, or execute any other public Ministration, he shall have 
upon hin, beside his Rochette, a Surplus or Albe, and a Cope or 
Vestment ; and also his Pastoral Staff in his hand, or else borne or 
holden by his Chaplain.” (From “Certain Notes for the more 
plain Hxplication and decent Ministration of things contained in 
thas Book,” added at the end of the Prayer Book of 1549.)

The Exhortation. 


EARLY beloved in the Lord, 
D ye that mind to come to the 
holy Communion of the Body and 
Blood of our Saviour Christ, must 
consider what St. Paul writeth to the 
Corinthians: how he exhorteth all 
persons diligently to try and ex- 
amine themselves, before they pre- 
sume to eat of that bread, and drink 
of that cup. For as the benefit is 
great, if with a true penitent heart 
and lively faith we receive that 
holy sacrament, (for then we spiri- 
tually eat the Flesh of Christ and 
drink his Blood, then we dwell in 
Christ, and Christ in us; we are 
one with Christ, and Christ with 
us); so is the danger great, if we 
receive the same unworthily; for 
then we are guilty of the Body and 
Blood of Christ our Saviour; we 
eat and drink our own damnation, 
not considering the Lord’s Body; 
we kindle God’s wrath against us; 
we provoke him to plague us with 
divers diseases, and sundry kinds of 
death. Judge therefore yourselves, 
brethren, that ye be not judged of 
the Lord; repent ye truly for your 
sins past ; have a lively and steadfast 
faith in’Christ our Saviour; amend 
your lives, and be in perfect charity 
with all men; so shall ye be meet 
partakers of those holy mysteries. 
And, above all things, ye must give 
humble and hearty thanks to God 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost, for the redemption of the 
world by the death and passion of 
our Saviour Christ, both God and 
man, who did humble himself, even 
to the death upon the cross, for 
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us miserable sinners, who lay in 
darkness and the shadow of death, 
that he might make us the children 
of God, and exalt us to everlasting 
life. And to the end that we should 
always remember the exceeding 
great love of our Master and only 
Saviour Jesus Christ, thus dying 
for us, and the innumerable benefits 
which, by his precious blood-shed- 
ding, he hath obtained to us, he 
hath instituted and ordained holy 
mysteries, as pledges of his love, 
and for a continual remembrance of 
his death, to our great and endless 
comfort. 

To him, therefore, with the Fa- 
ther and the Holy Ghost, let us 
give (as we are most bounden) con- 
tinual thanks, submitting ourselves 
wholly to his holy will and plea- 
sure, and studying to serve him in 
true holiness and righteousness all 
the days of our life. Amen.

Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal: but lay up 
for yourselves treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth 
corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal.

If we have sown unto you spiritual 
things, is it a great thing if we shall 
reap your carnal things?

Do ye not know, that they which 
minister about holy things, live of 


the things of the temple; and they 
which wait at the altar are par- 
takers with the altar 2? Even so hath 
the Lord ordained, that they who 
preach the Gospel should live of 
the Gospel. 1 Cor, ix. 13, 14. 

He who soweth sparingly shall . 
reap also sparingly; and he who 
soweth bountifully shall reap also 
bountifully. Every man, according 
as he purposeth in his heart, so let 
him give, not grudgingly or of 
necessity ; for God loveth a cheerful 
Giver. 2 Cor. ix, 6, 7. 

Let him that is taught in the 
word communicate unto him that 
teacheth, in all good things.

Charge them that are rich in this

OR 
HOLY COMMUNION. 


If among those who come to be partakers of the Holy Communion, the Minister 
shall know any to be an open and notorious evil liver, or to have done any 
wrong to his neighbours by word or deed, so that the Congregation be thereby 
offended ; he shall advertise him, that he presume not to come to the Lord’s 
Table, until he have openly declared himself to have truly repented and 
amended his former evil life, that the Congregation may thereby be satisfied ; 
and that he hath recompensed the parties to whom he hath done wrong ; or at 
least declare himself to be in full purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently 
May. 

The same order shall the Minister use with those, betwiat whom he perceiveth 
malice and hatred to reign ; not suffering them to be partakers of the Lord’s 
Table, until he know them to be reconciled. And if one of the parties, so at 
variance, be content to forgive from the bottom of his heart all that the other 
hath trespassed against him, and to make amends for that wherein he himself 
hath offended ; and the other party will not be persuaded to a godly unity, but 
remain still in his frowardness and malice ; the Minister in that case ought 
to admit the penitent person to the Holy Communion, and not him that is 
obstinate. Provided that every Minister so repelling any, as is herein specified, 
shall be obliged to give an account of the same to the Ordinary, within fourteen 
days after, at the farthest. 


The Table, at the Communion-time having a fair white linen cloth upon it, shall 
stand in the body of the Church, or in the Chancel. And the Minister, stand- 
ing at the right side of the Table, or where Morning and Evening Prayer are 
appointed to be said, shall say the Lord’s Prayer and the Collect following, 
the People kneeling ; but the Lord’s Prayer may be omitted, if Morning 
Prayer hath been saad immediately before.

And he gave some 
Apostles, and some Prophets, and some 
Evangelists, and some Pastors and 
Teachers; for the perfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of Christ ; till 
we all come in the unity of the faith, 
and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ ; that we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine, by 
the sleight of men, and cunning crafti- 
ness, whereby they lie in wait to deceive ; 
but speaking the truth in love, may 
grow up into him in all things, which is 
the head, even Christ : from whom the 
whole body fitly joined together and 
compacted by that which every joint 
supplieth, according to the effectual 
working in the measure of every part, 
maketh increase of the body unto the 
edifying of itself in love. 


THE GOSPEL. 8. Luke xii. 35. 


ET your loins be‘girded about, and 
your lights burning ; and ye your- 
selves like unto men that wait for their 
lord, when he will return from the 
wedding; that when he cometh and 
knocketh, they may open unto him 
immediately. Blessed are those servants, 
whom the lord when he cometh shall 
find watching : verily I say unto you, that 
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he shall gird himself, and make them to 
sit down to meat, and will come forth 
and serve them. And if he shall come 
in the second watch, or come in the 
third watch, and find them so, blessed 
are those servants.

ERILY, verily, I say unto you, He 
that entereth not by the door into 
the sheepfold, but climbeth up some 
other way, the same is a thief and a 
robber. But he that entereth in by the 
door is the shepherd of the sheep. To 
him the porter openeth ; and the sheep 
hear his voice: and he calleth his own 
sheep by name, and leadeth them out. 
And when he putteth forth his own 
sheep, he goeth before them, and the 
sheep follow him: for they know his 
voice. And a stranger will they not 
follow, but will flee from him: for they 
know not the voice of strangers. This 
parable spake Jesus unto them: but 
they understood not what things they 
were which he spake unto them. Then 
said Jesus unto them again, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, I am the door 
of the sheep. All that ever came before 
me are thieves and robbers: but the 
sheep did not hear them. I am the 
door: by me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved, and shall go in and out, 
and find pasture. The thief cometh not, 
but for to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy: I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly. I am the good shep- 
herd: the good shepherd giveth his life 
for the sheep. But he that is an hire- 
ling, and not the shepherd, whose own 
the sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, 
and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth: and 
the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth 
the sheep. The hireling fleeth, because 
he is an hireling, and careth not for the 
sheep. J am the good shepherd, and 
know my sheep, and am known of mine. 
As the Father knoweth me, even so 
know I the Father: and I lay down my 
life for the sheep. And other sheep I 
have, which are not of this fold: them 
also I must bring, and they shall hear 
my voice; and there shall be one fold, 
and one shepherd. 
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THE EPISTLE. 1 Thess. v. 12. 


E beseech you, brethren, to know 
them which labour among you, 

and are over you in the Lord, and ad- 
monish you; and to esteem them very 
highly in love for their work’s sake. 
And be at peace among yourselves.

ESUS saith to Simon Peter, Simon, 
son of Jonas, lovest thou me more 
than these? He saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord ; thou knowest that I love thee. 
He saith unto him, Feed my lambs. 
He saith to him again the second time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou 
knowest that I love thee. He saith unto 
him, Feed my sheep. He saith unto 
him the third time, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me? Peter was grieved be- 
cause he said unto him the third time, 
Lovest thou me? And he said unto 
him, Lord, thou knowest all things; 
thou knowest that I love thee. Jesus 
saith unto him, Feed my sheep.

THE EPISTLE. 1 Cor. iii. 7. 


EITHER is he that planteth any 
thing, neither he that watereth ; 

Now 
he that planteth and he that watereth 
are one: and every man shall receive 
his own reward according to his own 
labour. For we are labourers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry, ye 
are God’s building. According to the 
grace of God which is given unto me, 
as a wise master builder, I have laid the 
foundation, and another buildeth thereon.

Know ye not that ye are the temple of 
God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth | 
in you? If any man defile the temple 
of God, him shall God destroy ; for the 
temple of God is holy, which temple 
ye are. 


THE GOSPEL. S. Mark x. 28. 


HEN Peter began to say unto hin, 
Lo, we have left all, and have 
followed thee. And Jesus answered 
and said, Verily I say unto you, There 
is no man that hath left house, or 
brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, 
or wife, or children, or lands, for my 
sake, and the gospel’s, but he shall re- 
ceive an hundredfold now in this time, 
houses, and brethren, and sisters, and 
mothers, and children, and lands, with 
persecutions ; and in the world to come 
eternal life. But many that are first 


shall be last; and the last first. And 
they were in the way going up to 
Jerusalem ; and Jesus went before them : 
and they were amazed; and as they 
followed, they were afraid. And he 
took again the twelve, and began to tell 
them what things should happen unto 
him, saying, Behold, we go up to 
Jerusalem: and the Son of Man shall 
be delivered unto the chief priests, and 
unto the scribes; and they shall con- 
demn him to death, and shall deliver 
him to the Gentiles: and they shall 
mock him, and shall scourge him, and 
shall spit upon him, and shall kill him: 
and the third day he shall rise again. 
And James and John, the sons of 
Zebedee, come unto him, saying, Master, 
we would that thou shouldest do for us 
whatsoever we shall desire. And he 
said unto them, What would ye that I 
should do for you? They said unto 
him, Grant unto us that we may sit, one 
on thy right hand, and the other on thy 
left hand, in thy glory. But Jesus said 
unto them, Ye know not what ye ask: 
can ye drink of the cup that I drink of? 
and be baptized with the baptism that 
I am baptized with? And they said 
unto him, We can. And Jesus said 
unto them, Ye shall indeed drink of the 
cup that I drink of; and with the 
baptism that I am baptized withal shall 
ye be baptized: but to sit on my right 
hand and on my left hand is not mine 
to give ; but it shall be given to them 
for whom it is prepared. And when 
the ten heard it, they began to be much 
displeased with James and John. But 
Jesus called them to him, and saith 
unto them, Ye know that they which 
are accounted to rule over the Gentiles 
exercise lordship over them; and their 
great ones exercise authority upon them. 
But so shall it not be among you: but 
whosoever will be great among you, 
shall be your minister: And whosoever 
of you will be the chiefest, shall be 
servant of all. For even the Son of 
man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his life a 
ransom for many. 


These Gospels and Epistles were approved 
for the Ember Days by the Convocation 
of Canterbury's Lower House Committee 
on Occasional Services, November 14, 
1889. 
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2. On Special Mays of Mebotion for the Clergy. 


The want has been felt, at special Devo- 
tional Meetings, of Forms of Service, 
supplementary to Matins and, Evensong, 
especially for the intervening howrs, and for 
a late Night Service. It is most desirable 
that any such Additional Forms, while 
offering a plan and structure which should 
be uniform and easily followed, should be 
elastic in respect of substance, in order that 
the Conductor of the Meeting may adapt the 
Services to time, place, and circumstance, 
and to the general tenor of his Addresses. 
The following suggested Forms provide, 
therefore, nothing beyond—1. A General Out- 
line Plan, which is that of the ancient Hours. 
2. Suitable Selected Psalms. 3. The Versicles 
and Responses, in which all present join. 
The selection of Hymns, of Lessons of Holy 
Scripture, and of the Collects and Prayers, is 
left wholly to the discretion of the Conductor. 
It 1s desvrable that some one other Clergyman 
—naturally, of course, the Parish Priest wm 
whose church the services are held—should be 
previously acquainted with the forms to be 
used, vn order that he may lead the responses.

The same service may also be used upon 
any day approved by the Ordinary. 

Tf the special Form of Service be used upon 
St. Andrew's Day, or upon the Sunday 
preceding, or the Sunday following, the 
Collect, Epistle, and Gospel of the Day 
shall be used. Upon any other day, the 
following Collect, Epistle, and Gospel 
shall be used: and one or more of the 
following Prayers, For the Sending forth 
of Missionaries, for the Missionary 
Bishops, for the Missionary Clergy, for 
such as are converted to the farth of 
Christ, for the Jews, Mohammedans, and 
others, and for all Men, and for Unity, 
shall be said immediately before the Bless- 
ing, unless they have already been said in 
the order for Morning Prayer, or im the 
TIitany. The same Collect, Epistle, and 
Gospel may be used wpon any day, not 
being a Sunday or Holy-day: and the 
same prayers may be said wmmediately 
before the Blessing wpon any day.

the Lord: in whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God through 
the Spirit. 


THE GOSPEL. S. John x. 7. 


HEN said Jesus unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am 
the door of the sheep. All that ever 
came before me are thieves and robbers : 
but the sheep did not hear them. I am 
the door; by me if any man enter in, 
he shall be saved, and shall go in and 
out, and find pasture. The thief cometh 
not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy: I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly. I am the good 
shepherd: the good shepherd giveth 
his life for the sheep.

a little. One of his disciples, Andrew, 
Simon Peter’s brother, saith unto him, 
There is a lad here, which hath five 
barley loaves, and two small fishes: but 
what are they among so many? And 
Jesus said, Make the men sit down.

So the men sat down, in number about 
five thousand. And Jesus took the 
loaves ; and when he had given thanks, 
he distributed to the disciples, and the 
disciples to them that were set down; 
and likewise of the fishes as much as 
they would. When they were filled, he 
said unto his disciples, Gather up the 
fragments that remain, that nothing be 
lost. Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baskets with 
the fragments of the five barley loaves, 
which remained over and above unto 
them that had eaten. Then those men, 
when they had seen the miracle that 
Jesus did, said, This is of a truth that 
prophet that should come into the world. 
When Jesus therefore perceived that 
they would come and take him by 
force, to make him a king, he departed 
again into a mountain himself alone.

Jesus therefore answered and said unto 
them, Murmur not among yourselves. 
No man can come to me, except the 
Father which hath sent me draw him: 
and I will raise him up at the last day. 
It is written in the prophets, And they 
shall be all taught of God. Every man 
therefore that hath heard, and hath 
learned of the Father, cometh unto me. 
Not that any man hath seen the Father, 
save he which is of God, he hath seen 
the Father. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that believeth on me hath ever- 
lasting life. I am that bread of life. 
Your fathers did eat manna in the wilder- 
ness, and are dead. This is the bread 
which cometh down from heaven, that a 
man may eat thereof, and not die. I 
am the living bread which came down 
from heaven: if any man eat of this 
bread, he shall live for ever: and the 
bread that I will give is my flesh, which 
I will give for the life of the world. 
The Jews therefore strove among them- 
selves, saying, How can this man give 
us his flesh to eat? Then Jesus said 
unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Except ye eat the flesh of the Son 
of man, and drink his blood, ye have no 
life in you. Whoso eateth my flesh, 
and drinketh my blood, hath eternal 
life ; and I will raise him up at the last 
day. For my flesh is meat indeed, and 
my blood is drink indeed. He that 
eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, 
dwelleth in me, and I in him. As the 
living Father hath sent me, and I live 
by the Father; so he that eateth me, 
even he shall live by me. This is that 
bread which came down from heaven : 
not as your fathers did eat manna, and 
are dead: he that eateth of this bread 
shall live for ever.

ON SUNDAY, 
As soon as possible after Holy 
Communion, 


Offer to God the Father his Son Jesus 
Christ. O most merciful Father, who 
so hast loved me as to give to me thy 
Only-begotten for my food and drink, 
and with him all things, look upon the 
face of thine Anointed, in whom thou 
art well pleased. This thy beloved Son, 
and with him my heart, I offer and pre- 
sent to thee for all the blessings thou 
hast this day given me. Mayest thou, 
O Father, be now well pleased in him, 
and through him turn away thine in- 
dignation from me. 

Behold the One Mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus, 
my Advocate and High-Priest, who in- 
tercedes for me. Him do I offer and 
plead before thee, who did no sin, but 
bare the sins of the world, and with 
whose stripes we are healed. Accept 
therefore, O holy Father, this immacu- 
late Victim, to the honour and glory of 
thy Name, in thanksgiving for all thy 
benefits bestowed upon me, in remission 
also of my sins, and supply of all my 
defects and shortcomings.

Che Holy Communion, 


The Mass. 


So many as intend to be partakers of the Holy Communion, shall signify their names 
to the Curate over night, or else in the morning, afore the beginning of Matins, or 
ummediately after. 

And if any of those be an open and notorious evil liver, so that the congregation by 
him is offended, or have done any wrong to his neighbours by word or deed ; the 
Curate shall call him and advertise him in any wise not to presume to the Lord’s 
Lable, until he have openly declared himself to have truly repented and amended 
his former naughty life, that the congregation may thereby be satisfied, which afore 
were offended , and that he have recompensed the parties, whom he hath done wrong 
unto, or at the least be in full purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently may. 


The same order shall the Curate use with those betwixt whom he perceiveth malice and 
hatred to reign ; not suffering them to be partakers of the Lord’s Table, wntil he 
know them to be reconciled. And if one of the parties so at variance be content to 
forgive from the bottom of his heart all that the other hath trespassed against him, 
and to make amends for that he himself hath offended ; and the other party will 
not be persuaded to a godly unity, but remain still in his frowardness and malice : 
the Minister in that case ought to admit the penitent person to the Holy Com- 
munion, and not him that is obstinate. 


Upon the day, and at the time appointed for the ministration of the Holy Communion, 
the Priest that shall execute the holy ministry, shall put wpon him the vesture 
appointed for that ministration, that is to say, a white Albe plain, with a Vestment 
or Cope. And where there be many Priests, or Deacons, there so many shall be 
ready to help the Priest in the ministration, as shall be requisite ; and shall have 
upon them likewise the vestures appointed for their ministry, that is to say, Albes 
with Tunacles. Then shall the Clerks sing in English, for the Office or Intrott, (as 


they call it,) a Psalm appointed for that day. 
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The Priest, standing humbly afore the 
midst of the Altar, shall say the 
Lord’s Prayer, with this Collect. 


LMIGHTY God, unto whom all 
hearts be open, and all desires 
known, and from whom no secrets are 
hid; Cleanse the thoughts of our hearts 
by the inspiration of thy Holy Spirit, 
that we may perfectly love thee, and 
worthily magnify thy holy Name; 
through Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Then shall he say a Psalm appointed 
for the Introit: which Psalm ended, 
the Priest shall say, or else the Clerks 
shall sing, 


ui. Lord have mercy upon us. 
iii. Christ have mercy upon us. 
iui. Lord have mercy upon us. 


Then the Priest, standing at God’s board, 
shall begin, 


Glory be to God on high. 
The Clerks. 


And in earth peace, good will towards 
men. 

We praise thee, we bless thee,. we 
worship thee, we glorify thee, we give 
thanks to thee for thy great glory, O 
Lord God, heavenly King, God the 
Father Almighty. 

O Lord, the only-begotten Son, Jesu 
Christ, O Lord God, Lamb of God, Son 
of the Father, that takest away the sins 
of the world, have mercy upon us: 
Thou that takest away the sins of the 
world, receive our prayer. 

Thou that sittest at the right hand of 
God the Father, have mercy upon us; 
for thou only art holy, thou only art the 
Lord. Thou only, (O Christ,) with the 
Holy Ghost, art most high in the glory 
of God the Father. Amen. 


Then the Priest shall turn him to the 
people, and say, 


The Lord be with you. 


The Answer, 
‘And with thy spirit. 
The Priest. 


Let us pray. 
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Then shall follow the Collect of the day, 
with one of these two Collects follow- 
ing, for the king. 


LMIGHTY God, whose kingdom 
is everlasting, and power infinite ; 
Have mercy upon the whole congrega- 
tion; and so rule the heart of thy 
chosen servant Edward the Sixt, our 
king and governor, that he (knowing 
whose minister he is) may above all 
things seek thy honour and glory: and 
that we, his subjects, (duly considering 
whose authority he hath,) may faithfully 
serve, honour, and humbly obey hin, 
in thee, and for thee, according to thy 
blessed word and ordinance; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord, who with thee 
and the Holy Ghost liveth and reigneth, 
ever one God, world without end. 
Amen. 


LMIGHTY and everlasting God, 
we be taught by thy holy Word, 
that the hearts of kings are in thy rule 
and governance, and that thou dost dis- 
pose and turn them as it seemeth best 
to thy godly wisdom: we humbly be- 
seech thee so to dispose and govern the 
heart of Edward the Sixt, thy servant, 
our king and governor, that in all his 
thoughts, words, and works, he may 
ever seek thy honour and glory, and 
study to preserve thy people committed 
to his charge, in wealth, peace, and 
godliness: Grant this, O merciful Father, 
for thy dear Son’s sake, Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 


The Collects ended, the Priest, or he that 
is appointed, shall read the Epistle 
in a place assigned for the purpose, 
saying,

The Minister then shall read the Epistle. 
Immediately after the Epistle ended, 
the Priest, or one appointed to read 
the Gospel, shall say,

The Clerks and people shall answer, 


Glory be to thee, O Lord. 
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The Priest or Deacon. then shall read 
the Gospel. After the Gospel ended, 
the Priest shall begin, 


| BELIEVE in one God. 


The Clerks shall sing the rest. 


The Father Almighty, Maker of heaven 
and earth, And of all things visible and 
invisible; And in one Lord Jesu Christ, 
the only-begotten Son of God, Begotten 
of his Father before all worlds, God of 
God, Light of light, Very God of very 
God, Begotten, not made, Being of one 
substance with the Father, By whom all 
things were made: Who for us men, 
and for our salvation, came down from 
heaven, And was incarnate by the Holy 
Ghost of the Virgin Mary, And was made 
man, And was crucified also for us under 
Poncius Pilate. He suffered and was 
buried, And the third day he arose again 
according to the Scriptures, Andascended 
into heaven, And sitteth at the right 
hand of the Father. And he shall come 
again with glory to judge both the 
quick and the dead. 

And I believe in the Holy Ghost, the 
Lord and Giver of life, Who proceedeth 
from the Father and the Son, Who with 
the Father and the Son together is wor- 
shipped and glorified, Who spake by the 
prophets. And I believe one Catholic 
and Apostolic Church. I acknowledge 
one Baptism for the remission of sins, 
And I look for the Resurrection of the 
dead, And the life of the world to come. 
Amen. 


After the Creed ended, shall follow the 
Sermon or Homily, or some portion 
of one of the Homilies, as they shall 
be hereafter divided: wherein if the 
people be not exhorted to the worthy 
receiving of the holy Sacrament of the 
Body and Blood of our Saviour 
Christ, then shall the Curate give this 
exhortation to those that be minded to 
receive the same. 


EARLY beloved in the Lord, ye 
that mind to come to the holy 
Communion of the Body and Blood of 
our Saviour Christ, must consider what 
S. Paul writeth to the Corinthians, how 
he exhorteth all persons diligently to 
try and examine themselves, before they 
presume to eat of that bread and drink 


of that cup. For as the benefit is great, 
if with a truly penitent heart and lively 
faith we receive that holy sacrament ; 
(for then we spiritually eat the Flesh of 
Christ, and drink his Blood; then we 
dwell in Christ, and Christ in us; we 
be made one with Christ, and Christ 
with us ;) so is the danger great, if we 
receive the same unworthily. For then 
we become guilty of the Body and Blood 
of Christ our Saviour ; we eat and drink 
our own damnation, not considering the 
Lord’s Body ; we kindle God’s wrath 
over us; we provoke him to plague us 
with divers diseases, and sundry kinds 
of death. Therefore, if any here be a 
blasphemer, advouterer, or be in malice, 
or envy, or in any other grievous crime, 
(except he be truly sorry therefor, and 
earnestly minded to leave the same 
vices, and do trust himself to be recon- 
ciled to Almighty God, and in charity 
with all the world,) let him bewail his 
sins, and not come to that holy table, 
lest after the taking of that most blessed 
bread, the devil enter into him, as he 
did into Judas, to fill him full of all 
iniquity, and bring him to destruction, 
both of body and soul. Judge there- 
fore yourselves, (brethren,) that ye be 
not judged of the Lord. Let your 
mind be without desire to sin; repent 
you truly for your sins past; have an 
earnest and lively faith in Christ our 
Saviour ; be in perfect charity with all 
men, so shall ye be meet partakers of 
those holy mysteries. And above all 
things ye must give most humble and 
hearty thanks to God the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Ghost, for the re- 
demption of the world by the death and 
passion of our Saviour Christ, both God 
and man; who did humble himself, 
even to the death upon the cross, for us, 
miserable sinners; which lay in dark- 
ness and shadow of death, that he might 
make us the children of God, and exalt 
us to everlasting life. And to the end 
that we should alway remember the ex- 
ceeding love of our Master, and only 
Saviour, Jesu Christ, thus dying for us, 
and the innumerable benefits which (by 
his precious blood-shedding) he hath 
obtained to us; he hath left in those 
holy mysteries, as a pledge of his love, 
and a continual remembrance of the 
same, his own blessed Body and precious 
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Blood, for us to feed upon spiritually, 
to our endless comfort and consolation. 
To him therefore, with the Father and 
the Holy Ghost, let us give (as we are 
most bounden) continual thanks ; sub- 
mitting ourselves wholly to his holy 
will and pleasure, and studying to serve 
him in true holiness and righteousness 
all the days of our life. Amen. 


In Cathedral Churches, ov other places 
where there 1s datly Communion, tt 
shall be sufficient to read this exhorta- 
tion above written once in a month. 
And in Parish Churches, upon the 
week days, it may be left unsard. 


And if upon the Sunday or Ioly-day 
the people be negligent to come to the 
Communion, then shall the Priest 
earnestly exhort his Parishioners to 
dispose themselves to the recewing of 
the Holy Communion more diligently, 
saying these or like words unto them. 


EAR friends, and you especially 
upon whose souls I have cure and 
charge, on next I do intend, by 
God’s grace, to offer to all such as shall 
be godly disposed the most comfortable 
sacrament of the Body and Blood of 
Christ, to be taken of them in the re- 
membrance of his most fruitful and 
glorious passion: by the which passion 
we have obtained remission of our sins, 
and be made partakers of the kingdom 
of heaven; whereof we be assured and 
ascertained, if we come to the said 
sacrament with hearty repentance for 
our offences, stedfast faith in God’s 
mercy, and earnest mind to obey God’s 
will, and to offend no more. Wherefore 
our duty is to come to these holy mys- 
teries with most hearty thanks to be 
given to Almighty God for his infinite 
mercy and benefits given and bestowed 
upon us his unworthy servants, for 
whom he hath not only given his Body 
to death, and shed his Blood, but also 
doth vouchsafe, in a sacrament and mys- 
tery, to give us his said Body and Blood 
to feed upon spiritually. The which 
sacrament being so divine and holy a 
thing, and so comfortable to them which 
receive it worthily, and so dangerous to 
them that will presume to take the same 
unworthily : my duty is to exhort you, 
in the mean season, to consider the 
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greatness of the thing, and to search 
and examine your own consciences, and 
that not lightly, nor after the manner 
of dissimulers with God, but as they 
which should come to a most godly and 
heavenly banquet ; not to come but in 
the marriage garment required of God 
in Scripture ; that you may (so much as 
lieth in you) be found worthy to come 
to such a table. The ways and means 
thereto is, 

First, that you be truly repentant of 
your former evil life ; and that you con- 
fess with an unfeigned heart to Almighty 
God, your sins and unkindness towards 
his Majesty committed, either by will, 
word, or deed, infirmity or ignorance ; 
and that with inward sorrow and tears 
you bewail your offences, and require of 
Almighty God mercy and pardon, pro- 
mising to him (from the bottom of your 
hearts) the amendment of your former 
life. And emonges all others, I am 
commanded of God especially to move 
and exhort you to reconcile yourselves 
to your neighbours, whom you have 
offended, or who hath offended you, 
putting out of your hearts all hatred 
and malice against them, and to be in 
love and charity with all the world, and 
to forgive other as you would that God 
should forgive you. And if any man 
have done wrong to any other, let him 
make satisfaction and due restitution of 
all lands and goods wrongfully taken 
away or withholden, before he come to 
God’s board ; or at the least be in full 
mind and purpose so to do, as soon as 
he is able; or else let him not come 
to this holy table, thinking to deceive 
God, who seeth all men’s hearts. For 
neither the absolution of the priest can 
any thing avail them, nor the receiving 
of this holy sacrament doth any thing 
but increase their damnation. And if 
there be any of you whose conscience is 
troubled and grieved in any thing, lack- 
ing comfort or counsel, let him come 
to me, or to some other discreet and 
learned priest, taught in the law of God, 
and confess and open his sin and grief 
secretly, that he may receive such ghostly 
counsel, advice, and comfort, that his 
conscience may be relieved, and that of 
us (as of the ministers of God and of 
the Church) he may receive comfort and 
absolution, to the satisfaction of his 
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mind, and avoiding of all scruple and 
doubtfulness ; requiring such as shall 
be satisfied with a general confession 
not to be offended with them that do 
use, to their further satisfying, the 
auricular and secret confession to the 
priest ; nor those also which think need- 
ful or convenient, for the quietness of 
their own consciences, particularly to 
open their sins to the priest, to be 
offended with them that are satisfied 
with their humble confession to God, 
and the general confession to the Church : 
but in all things to follow and keep the 
rule of charity ; and every man to be 
satisfied with his own conscience, not 
judging other men’s minds or con- 
sciences ; whereas he hath no warrant 
of God’s Word to the same. 


Then shall follow for the Offertory one 
or mo of these sentences of holy 
Scripture, to be sung whiles the people 
do offer ; or else one of them to be said 
by the Minister immediately afore the 
offering. 

ET your light so shine before men, 

that they may see your good works, 
and glorify your Father which is in 

heaven. Jfath. v. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasure 
upon the earth, where the rust and moth 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal: but lay up for your- 
selves treasures in heaven, where neither 
rust nor moth doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor steal.

Where there be Clerks, they shall sing 
one or many of the sentences above 
written, according to the length and 
shortness of the time that the people 
be offering. 


In the mean time, whiles the Clerks do 
sing the Offertory, so many as are dis- 
posed shall offer to the poor men’s box 
every one according to his habilitie and 
charitable mind. And at the offering 
days appointed, every man and woman 
shall pay to the Curate the due and 
accustomed offerings. 


Then so many as shall be partakers of 
the Holy Communion shall tarry still 
in the Quire, or im some convenient 
place nigh the (uire, the men on the 
one side, and the women on the other 
side. All other (that mind not to 
receive the said Holy Communion) 
shall depart out of the Quire, except 
the Ministers and Clerks. 


Then shall the Minister take so much Bread and Wine as shall suffice for the persons 
appointed to receive the Holy Communion, laying the Bread upon the Corporas, or 
else in the Paten, or in some other comely thing prepared for that purpose: and 
putting the Wine into the Chalice, or else in some fair or convenient cup prepared 
for that use, (uf the Chalice will not serve,) putting thereto a little pure and clean 


Water, and setting both the Bread and Wine upon the Altar.

This the Clerks shall also sing. 


When the Clerks have done singing, then shall the Priest or Deacon turn 
him to the people, and say, 


Let us pray for the whole state of Christ’s Church. 


Then the Priest, turning him to the Altar, shall say or sing, plainly and 
distinctly, this prayer following - 


LMIGHTY and ever-living God, 
which by thy holy Apostle hast 
taught us to make prayers and suppli- 
cations, and to give thanks for all 
men ; 
E humbly beseech thee most merci- 
fully to receive these our prayers, 
which we offer unto thy Divine 
Majesty ; 
ESEECHING thee to inspire con- 
tinually the Universal Church 
with the spirit of truth, unity, and con- 
cord: and grant, that all they that do 
confess thy holy Name may agree in the 
truth of thy holy Word, and live in 
unity and godly love. 


PECIALLY we beseech thee to save 
and defend thy servant Edward 
our king; that under him we may be 
godly and quietly governed: and grant 
unto his whole Council, and to all that 
be put in authority under him, that 
they may truly and indifferently minister 
justice, to the punishment of wickedness 
and vice, and to the maintenance of 
God’s true religion and virtue. 


IVE grace (O heavenly Father) to 
all Bishops, Pastors, and Curates, 
that they may both by their life and 
doctrine set forth thy true and lively 
Word, and rightly and duly administer 
thy holy Sacraments. 
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ND to all thy people give thy 

heavenly grace; that with meek 

heart and due reverence, they may hear 

and receive thy holy Word, truly serving 

thee in holiness and righteousness all 
the days of their life. 


ND we most humbly beseech thee 

of thy goodness (O Lord) to 

comfort and succour all them, which 

in this transitory life be in trouble, 

sorrow, need, sickness, or any other 
adversity. 


ND especially we commend unto 
A thy merciful goodness this con- 
gregation, which is here assembled in 
thy Name, to celebrate the commemora- 
tion of the most glorious death of thy 
Son. And here we do give unto thee 
most high praise, and hearty thanks, 
for the wonderful grace and virtue de- 
clared in all thy saints, from the be- 
ginning of the world; and chiefly in the 
glorious and most blessed Virgin Mary, 
mother of thy Son Jesu Christ our 
Lord and God; and in the holy Patri- 
archs, Prophets, Apostles, and Martyrs, 
whose examples (O Lord) and _sted- 
fastness in thy faith, and keeping thy 
holy commandments, grant us to 
follow. 


E commend unto thy mercy (O 
Lord) all other thy servants, 
which are departed hence from us with 
the sign of faith, and now do rest in the 
sleep of peace: grant unto them, we 
beseech thee, thy mercy and everlasting 
peace; and that, at the day of the 
general resurrection, we and all they 
which be of the mystical body of thy 
Son, may altogether be set on his right 
hand, and hear that his most joyful 
voice: Come unto me, O ye that be 
blessed of my Father, and possess the 


kingdom, which is ‘prepared for you 
from the beginning of the world. 


RANT this, O Father, for Jesus 
GG Christ’s sake, our only Mediator 
and Advocate. 


GOD, heavenly Father, which of 

thy tender mercy diddest give 
thine only Son Jesu Christ to suffer 
death upon the Cross for our redemp- 
tion; who made there (by his one 
oblation once offered) a full, perfect, and 
sufficient sacrifice, oblation, and satisfac- 
tion, for the sins of the whole world ; 
and did institute, and in his holy Gospel 
command us to celebrate a perpetual 
memory of that his precious death, until 
his coming again : 


EAR us (O merciful Father) we 
beseech thee ; and with thy Holy 
Spirit and Word vouchsafe to bl>fess 
and sanc}tify these thy gifts and 
creatures of bread and wine, that 
they may be unto us the Body and 
Blood of thy most dearly beloved Son 
Jesus Christ : 


HO, in the same night that he was 
betrayed, Here the Priest must 
take the Bread into his hands, took 
bread ; and when he had blessed, and 
given thanks, He brake it, and gave it 
to his disciples, saying, Take, eat ; This 
is my Body which is given for you:

IKEWISE after supper he took,

for remission of sins: Do this, as oft as 
you shall drink it, in remembrance of me. 


These words before rehearsed are to be said, turning still to the Altar, without any 
elevation or shewing the Sacrament to the people. 


HEREFORE, O Lord and _hea- 
venly Father, according to the 
institution of thy dearly beloved Son 
our Saviour Jesu Christ, we thy humble 
servants do celebrate and make here 
before thy divine Majesty, with these 
thy holy gifts, the memorial which thy 
Son hath willed us to make; having

in remembrance his blessed passion, 
mighty resurrection, and glorious ascen- 
sion: rendering unto thee most hearty 
thanks for the innumerable benefits pro- 
cured unto us by the same; entirely 
desiring thy fatherly goodness merci- 
fully to accept this our sacrifice of praise 
and thanksgiving ; 
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OST humbly beseeching thee to 
grant that by the merits and 
death of thy Son Jesus Christ, and 
through faith in his Blood, we and all 
thy whole Church may obtain remission 
of our sins, and all other benefits of his 
passion. 


ND here we offer and present unto 
thee (O Lord) ourself, our souls 
and bodies, to be a reasonable, holy, and 
lively sacrifice unto thee; humbly be- 
seeching thee, that whosoever shall be 
partakers of this holy Communion may 
worthily receive the most precious Body 
and Blood of thy Son Jesus Christ ; and 
be fulfilled with thy grace and heavenly 
benediction, and made one body with 
thy Son Jesu Christ, that he may dwell 
in them, and they in him. 
ND although we be unworthy 
(through our manifold sins) to 
offer unto thee any sacrifice, yet we 
beseech thee to accept this our bounden 
duty and service, and command these 
our prayers and supplications, by the 
ministry of thy holy angels, to be brought 
up into thy holy tabernacle before the 
sight of thy divine Majesty ; not weigh- 
ing our merits, but pardoning our of- 
fences, through Christ our Lord ; 
Y whom, and with whom, in the 
unity of the Holy Ghost, all honour 
and Glory be unto thee, O Father Al- 
mighty, world without end. Amen. 
Let us pray. 
S our Saviour Christ hath com- 
manded and taught us, we are 
bold to say: Our Father, which art in 
heaven, hallowed be thy Name. Thy 
kingdom come.

Then shall this general Confession be 
made, in the name of all those that 
are minded to receive the holy Com- 
munion, either by one of them, or else 
by one of the Ministers, or by the 
Priest himself, all kneeling humbly 
upon their knees. 


LMIGHTY God, Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, Maker of all 
things, Judge of all men; we acknow- 
ledge and bewail our manifold sins and 
wickedness, which we, from time to 
time, most grievously have committed, 
by thought, word, and deed, against thy 
divine Majesty, provoking most justly 
thy wrath and indignation against us. 
We do earnestly repent, and be heartily 
sorry for these our misdoings; the re- 
membrance of them is grievous unto 
us; the burthen of them is intolerable. 
Have mercy upon us, have mercy upon 
us, most merciful Father; for thy Son 
our Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, forgive us 
all that is past; and grant that we may 
ever hereafter serve and please thee in 
newness of life, to the honour and glory 
of thy Name; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.

Then shall the Priest also say, 


Hear what comfortable words our Saviour 
Christ saith to all that truly turn to 
him. 


OME unto me all that travail, and 
be heavy laden, and I shall refresh 
you. So God loved the world, that he 


gave his only-begotten Son, to the end 
that all that believe in him should not 
perish, but have life everlasting. 


Hear also what Saint Paul saith. 
This is a true saying, and worthy of 


all men to be received, that Jesus Christ 
came into this world to save sinners.

If any man sin, we have an Advocate 
with the Father, Jesus Christ the right- 
eous ; and he is the propitiation for our 
sins. ; 


Then shall the Priest, turning him to God’s board, kneel down, and say in the name of 
all them that shall receive the Communion, this prayer following : 


E do not presume to come to this 

thy table (O merciful Lord) trust- 

ing in our own righteousness, but in thy 
manifold and great mercies: We be not 
worthy so much as to gather up the 
crumbs under thy table; but thou art 
the same Lord whose property is always 
to have mercy: Grant us therefore (gra- 


cious Lord) so to eat the Flesh of thy 
dear Son Jesus Christ, and to drink his 
Blood, in these holy mysteries, that we 
may continually dwell in him, and he 
in us, that our sinful bodies may be 
made clean by his Body, and our souls 
washed through his most precious Blood. 
Amen. 


Then shall the Priest first receive the Communion in both kinds himself, and next 
deliver it to other Ministers, of any be there present, (that they may be ready to help 
the chief Minister), and after to the people. 


And when he delivereth the Sacrament of the Body of Christ, he shall say to 
every one these words - 


HE Body of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which was given for thee, preserve 


thy body and soul unto everlasting 
life. 


And the Minister delivering the Sacrament of the Blood, and giving every 
one to drink once, and no more, shall say,

If there be a Deacon or other Priest, then shall he follow with the Chalice; and as 
the Priest ministereth the Sacrament of the Body, so shall he ( for more expedition) 
minister the Sacrament of the Blood, in form before written. 


In the Communion time the Clerks shall sing,

Beginning so soon as the Priest doth receive the holy Communion: and when the

Communion is ended, then shall the Clerks sing the post-Communion.

Then the people shall answer, 


Amen, 


Where there are no Clerks, there the Priest shall say all things appointed here for 


them to sing. 


When the holy Communion is celebrate on the workday, or in private houses, then may 
be omitted the Gloria in Excelsis, the Creed, the Honuly, and the exhortation, be- 


ginning, Dearly beloved, ete. 


Collects to be said after the Offertory, when there is no Communion, 
every such day one. 


SSIST us mercifully, O Lord, in 
these our supplications and 
prayers, and dispose the way of thy 
servants toward the attainment of ever- 
lasting salvation; that, emong all the 
changes and chances of this mortal life, 
they may ever be defended by thy most 
gracious and ready help; Through 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 


ALMIGHTY Lord, and everliving 
God, vouchsafe, we beseech thee, 
to direct, sanctify, and govern, both our 
hearts and bodies, in the ways of thy 
laws, and in the works of thy command- 
ments; that through thy most mighty 
protection, both here and ever, we may 
be preserved in body and soul; Through 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
Amen. 


RANT, we beseech thee, Almighty 
God, that the words which we 
have heard this day with our outward 
ears, may through thy grace be so 
grafted inwardly in our hearts, that they 
may bring forth in us the fruit of good 
living, to the honour and praise of thy 
Name; Through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 


REVENT us, O Lord, in all our 
doings with thy most gracious 
favour, and further us with thy’ con- 
tinual help; that in all our works 
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begun, continued, and ended in thee, 
we may glorify thy holy Name, and 
finally by thy mercy obtain everlasting 
life ; Through, ete. 


LMIGHTY God, the fountain of all 
wisdom, which knowest our ne- 
cessities before we ask, and our ignor- 
ance in asking ; We beseech thee to have 
compassion upon our infirmities; and 
those things, which for our unworthiness 
we dare not, and for our blindness we 
cannot ask, vouchsafe to give us, for the 
worthiness of thy Son Jesu Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 


LMIGHTY God, which hast pro- 
mised tohear the petitions of them 
that ask in thy Son’s Name; we beseech 
thee mercifully to incline thine ears to 
us that have made now our prayers and 
supplications unto thee ; and grant that 
those things which we have faithfully 
asked according to thy will, may effectu- 
ally be obtained, to the relief of our 
necessity, and to the setting forth of 
thy glory ; Through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 


For rain. 
GOD, heavenly Father, which by 
thy Son Jesu Christ hast pro- 
mised to all them that seek thy kingdom, 
and the righteousness thereof, all things 
necessary to the bodily sustenance ;

Send us (we beseech thee) in this our 
necessity, such moderate rain and 
showers, that we may receive the fruits 
of the earth to our comfort and to thy 
honour ; Through Jesus Christ our Lord. 


For fair weather. 
LORD God, which for the sin of 
man, didst once drown all the 
world, except eight persons, and after- 
ward, of thy great mercy, didst promise 


never to destroy it so again ; We humbly 
beseech thee, that although we for our 
iniquities have worthily deserved this 
plague of rain and waters, yet, upon our 
true repentance, thou wilt send us: such 
weather whereby we may receive the 
fruits of the earth in due season, and 
learn both by thy punishment to amend 
our lives, and by the granting of our 
petition, to give thee praise and glory ; 
Through Jesu Christ our Lord. 


Upon Wednesdays and Fridays the English Litany shall be said or sung in all places, 


after such form as is appointed by the king's majesty’s Injunctions; or as is or shall 
be otherwise appointed by his Highness. And though there be none to communicate 
with the Priest, yet these days (after the Litany ended) the Priest shall put upon 
him a plain Albe or Surplice, with a Cope, and say all things at the Altar, 
(appointed to be said at the celebration of the Lord’s Supper,) until after the 
Offertory : And then shall add one or two of the Collects afore written, as occasion 
shall serve, by his discretion. And then, turning him to the people, shall let them 
depart with the accustomed Blessing. 


And the same order shall be used all other days, whensoever the people be customably 
assembled to pray in the Church, and none disposed to communicate with the Priest. 


Likewise in Chapels annexed, and all other places, there shall be no celebration of the 
Lord’s Supper, except there be some to communicate with the Priest. And im such 
Chapels annexed, where the people hath not been accustomed to pay any holy Bread, 
there they must either make some charitable provision for the bearing of the charges 
of the Communion, or else (for receiving of the same) resort to their Parish Church. 


For avoiding of all matters and occasion of dissension, it 1s meet that the bread pre- 
pared for the Communion be made through all this Realm after one sort and 
fashion ; that is to say, unleavened, and rownd, as it was afore, but without all 
manner of print, and something more larger and thicker than it was, so that it may 
be aptly divided in divers pieces ; and every one shall be divided in two pieces at the 
least, or more, by the discretion of the Minister, and so distributed. And men must 
not think less to be received in part than in the whole, but in each of them the whole 
Body of our Saviour Jesu Christ. 


And forasmuch as the Pastors and Curates within this Realm shall continually find 
at their costs and charges in their Cures, sufficient bread und wine for the Holy 
Communion, (as oft as their Parishioners shall be disposed for their spiritual 
comfort to receive the same,) it is therefore ordered, that in recompense of such costs 
and charges the Parishioners of every Parish shall offer every Sunday, at the time 
of the Offertory, the just valour and price of the holy loaf, (with all such money and 
other things as were wont to be offered with the same,) to the use of their Pastors 
and Curates, and that in such arder and course as they were wont to find and pay 
the said holy loaf. 


Also, that the receiving of the Sacrament of the blessed Body and Blood of Christ 
may be most agreeable to the institution thereof, and to the usage of the primitive 
Church; in all Cathedral and Collegiate Churches there shall always some 
communicate with the Priest that ministereth. And that the same may be also 
observed every where abroad in the country, some one at the least of that house im 
every Parish, to whom by course, after the ordinance hereon made, wut appertarneth 
to offer for the charges of the Communion, or some other whom they shall provide 
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to offer for them, shall receive the Holy Communion with the Priest: the which may 
be the better done, for that they know before when their course cometh, and may 
therefore dispose themselves to the worthy receiving of the Sacrament. And with 
him or them who doth so offer the charges of the Communion, all other who be then 
godly disposed thereunto, shall likewise receive the Communion. And by this means 
the Minister, having always some to communicate with him, may accordingly 
solemnize so high and holy Mysteries with all the Suffrages and due order appointed 
for the same. And the Priest on the week day shall forbear to celebrate the 
Communion, except he have some that will communicate with him, 


Furthermore, every man and woman to be bound to hear and be at the Divine Service, 
in the Parish Church where they be resident, and there with devout prayer, or godly 
selence and meditation, to occupy themselves; there to pay their Duties, to 
communicate once in the year at the least, and there to receive and take all other 
Sacraments and Rites in this Book appointed. And whosoever willingly, wpon no 
just cause, doth absent themselves, or doth ungodly in the Parish Church occupy 
themselves ; upon proof thereof, by the Ecclesiastical laws of the Realm to be 
excommunicate, or suffer other punishment, as shall to the Ecclesiastical Judge 
(according to his discretion) seem convenient. 


And although it be read in ancient writers that the people many years past received 
at the Priest’s hands the Sacrament of the Body of Christ in their own hands, and 
no commandment of Christ to the contrary ; yet forasmuch as they many times 
conveyed the same secretly away, kept it with them, and diversely abused it to 
superstition and wickedness: lest any such thing hereafter should be attempted, and 
that an uniformity might be used throughout the whole Realm, it is thought con- 
venient the people commonly receive the Sacrament of Christ’s Body in their mouths, 
at the Priest's hand.
